MADRID, Dec. 5.—At least 20 per- 
sons were killed today in a Fascist 
air raid, apparently directed against 
the Arguilles district, half a mile 
from the United States’ Embassy, 
which was evacuated Thanksgiving 
day. . 

One bomb struck a house in Glo- 
rieta de Quevedo, near the embassy, 
burying its inhabitants in the deb- 


ris. Another hit the San Jose Hos- 
pital for incurable cases, starting a 
fire that spread rapidly. Others 
demolished houses in the workers’ 
district, Cuatro Caminos, and in the 
Rosales area near the mode] prison. 

Bombs also exploded in Zurbano 


street, near the. Americ: seanennd 
and in Bravo ne ag ee on- 


zalo, Donoso Cortes, and Gusmanlel 
Bueno streets, in the heart of the 
cily. 

Two Raiders Shot Shown. 

Two of the ten raiding planes 
were shot down by Government 
flyers who took off as soon as the 
Fascist bombers were sighted. 

While rescuers were digging into 
the wreckage made by the bombs, 
Fascist artillery opened fire on the 
American-owned telephone building, 
reported to be the strongest building 
in the capital, in which hundreds 
of refugees are being cared for. 

Shrapnel struck the north facade 
of the building. Those within could 
see plainly the flashes and smoke 
from the rebel guns. 

The air raid was the second in 
two days. Thirty Fascist planes 
bombed the Arguilles section yes- 
terday, destroying 19 buildings and 
killing many persons.

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 6. (Sunday) 
—Pope Pius XI fell into a troubled 
sleep early today, suffering pain 
from a blood clot on his left leg 
and with both legs partly para- 
lyzed.

The Pope’s breathing was clear- 
ly audible to the attendants because 
of the asthma from which he has 
suffered. 

Relatives who visited Vatican 
City said, however, they were as- 
sured his condition was not alarm- 
ing. 

Information issued by the Vatican 
tended to minimize the seriousness 
of the Pontiff’s illness—the first 
serious ailment he has suffered 
since be became Pope, Feb. 6, 1922 
—but his intimates said they rec- 
ognized his 79 years enfeebled him. 

In the eyening he ts _ for 
nearly half ah hour with 
Crispi, father-in-law of one of his 
nieces. 

Donna Anastina Caminata Ratti 
widow of Pius’ brother, and nephews 
and nieces also visited the Vatican. 


Attends to Duties. 

The 79-year-old Pope was quoted 
as saying: “I am in the hands of 
God.” Whereupon, it was said, he 
summoned his assistants and took 
up “with complete good cheer” the 
work of the day, dictating and sign- 
ing letters from his bed, and gen- 
erally carrying on the affairs of the 
church, 

His valet, Malvestiti, was the first 

to discover the Pope’s condition 
when he went to assist him with 
his vestments in the early morning. 
The Pope was unable to rise from 
bed. Physicians were summoned. 
The Pope was hardly able to stir 
the left leg. Later, the heaviness 
spread to the right leg. 
Ina preliminary diagnosis, the 
doctors said the condition was ag- 
gravated also by a combination of 
arterio-sclerosis and high blood 
pressure. 

Unable to Attend Services. 
The Pope had prepared a message 
to Cardinals, Archbishops and other 
church prelates awaiting him for 
today’s final ceremonial after a 
week of spiritual exercises, but he 
excused his absence because of his 
iliness and charged Cardinal Eu- 
genio Pacelli, papal secretary of 
state, to congratulate the prelates 
for having observed the important 
religious exercises. The churchmen 
replied with expressions of fervent 
hope that the Pope could resume 
his activities with ‘unchanged en- 
ergy.” 

When the Pope's message was 
read to them, they recalled that the 
Pope had given extraordinary em- 
phasis to the exercises when they 
began a week ago, refusing all audi- 
ences and remarking:

Two young men, 21 and 17 years 
old, arrested at Potosi, Mo., be- 
cause of the death of 15-year-old 
Goldie Gay from arsenic poison- 
ing, were questioned last night at 
State Highway Patrol headquar- 
ters in Kirkwood. A girl of 16 was 


also held for questioning. 

The young men, tiff miners, were 
arrested on an affidavit made by 
the dead girl’s father, Harry Gay, a 
timber worker, of Richwoods, 
Washington County, after a report 
from a St.. Louis chemical labora- 
tory had shown that the girl’s 
death, while on an automobile ride 
with the young men and another 
girl the night of Nov. 21-22, was 
due to arsenic. 

Goldie Ga, and the other girl, 
who lived in an adjoining county 
but was visiting in the Richwood's 
neighborhood, were taken by the 
young men to attend a show in De- 
Soto. A stop was made for drinks 
on the way home, but the others 
said, when first questioned, that 
Miss Gay did not drink or eat any- 

The first story told by the young 
men was that they saw no signs of 
fiiness before the Gay home was 
reached, when she was found to be 
dead in the rear seat of the car, be- 
side one of the youths, who had 
been dozing. This was at 2 a. m. 
Nov. 22. 

Later, Sheriff Steve Richards of 
Washington County said, the young 
men said the girl had shown signs 
of being ill on the drive home. Her 
father caused the laboratory exam- 
ination to be made, resulting in the 
arrests yesterday. 

At the patrol office last night, the 
young men and the surviving girl 
were questioned by John Eversole, 
Prosecuting Attorney of Washing- 
ton County. 


Their story of the fatality was 
little changed in the questioning, it 
was learned. They said Miss Gay 
had not taken any food or drink in 
their presence. When they got to 
her house and found that she could 
not be aroused, the three said they 
tried to get her into the house 
without arousing her father. Her 
sister was awakened, and called 
her father, and a physician was 
summoned, who found that the girl 
was dead. 

Her last meal, according to their 
account, was lunch, which she ate 
at home Saturday afternoon, the 
2ist. She was at church for a time 
before going out in the automobile 
party, they said.

Churchill, in a statement, de- 
clared “the Cabinet has no right 
to prejudice such a question (as 
that raised by the prospect of the 
King’s marriage to Mrs. Wallis 
Simpson, without having previously 
ascertained, at the very least, the 
will of Parliament.” 

Pointing out the marriage “in no 
circumstances can be accomplished 
for nearly five months and may 
conceivably, for various reasons, 
never be accomplished at all,” 
Churchill pleaded for time and tol- 
erance, 

(Mrs. Simpson's divorce decree 
nisi becomes final next April 27—a 
few days before Edward’s sched- 
uled coronation.) ¢

Churchill declared the Ministers 
should refuse to act on the report- 
ed request of the King for “legisla- 
tion” to permit a morganatic mar- 
riage, and “if the King refuses to 
take advice of ‘his Ministers they 
are, of course, free to resign.” 

“The nation must realize the char- 
acter of the constitutional issue,” 
he said. “There is no question of 
any conflict between the King and 
Parliament. 

“Parliament has not been consult- 
ed in any way or allowed to express 
any opinion on the crisis. The ques- 
tion ig whether the King is to ab- 
dicate upon the advice of the min- 
istry of the day. No such advice 
has ever before been tendered to a 
sovereign in parliamentary time.”

BENT WHALEBONE IN TALLOW 
USED TO KILL WOLF PACKS 


Old Eskimo Trick Brought Into 
Play to Save Reindeer at 
Barrow, Alaska. 
By the Associated Press. 
BARROW, Alaska, Dec, 5.—An 
old Eskimo trick was used today 
to turn back wolf packs which had 
repeatedly stampeded 3000 reindeer 
being driven across 500 miles of 
Arctic wasteland to hunger-stricken 
Barter Island. 
Chunks of frozen tallow were 
dropped for the pursuing wolves 
to snap up. Inside each chunk the 
Eskimos had bent a six-inch piece 
of whalebone, sharpened to needle 
point. When the tallow melts, the 
whalebone springs open, piercing 
the wolves’ stomachs—and causing 
death. 

Deer for the Barter Island drive 
were taken from the Point Barrow 
herd. Several hundred persons 
were reported near starvation in 
the Barter Island area last summer. 
Griswald Collins, a veteran game 
warden sent from Juneau to try 
to destroy the wolf packs, said he 
thought the Eskimo method would

Despite her statement, there was 
no outward sign of a resumption of 
peace negotiations, which came to 
a stop yesterday after having been 
in progress intermittently for sev- 
eral weeks. 

In Washington Secretary of the 
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Interior Ickes urged quick action 
toward sending a food-laden ship to 
strike-isolated Hawaii, where Gov. 
Joseph B. Poindexter reported the 
situation “becoming serious” re- 
garding the need of certain supplies. 

Poindexter repeated previous re- 
ports that potatoes and __ similar 
vegetables were virtually exhausted 
in the islands, that the rice, feed 
and flour supplies were nearly gone 
and that the canned milk situation 
was “alarming” because of its 
threat of infant mortality. 

He Seeks Compromise. 

Ickes asked Col. O. F. Ohlson, In- 
terior Department representative, to 
arrange immediately for a confer- 
ence with strikers, shipowners and 
Government officials with the view 
to working out a compromise per- 
mitting resumption of freight serv- 
ice to the islands. 

The arrangements awaited the 
return of Ohlson here from Seattle 
where he was superintending the 
dispatch of a Government ship with 
supplies for Alaska.

French Dockworkers Lift Boycott; 
Normandie to Be Unloaded. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—A deadlock 
between American and French long- 
shoremen threatening to disorgan- 
ize commerce between the two na- 
tions was broken today. 

French Line officials said they 
expected 1100 tons of cargo would 
be unloaded from the liner Nor- 
mandie when it arrives here Mon- 
day, as French dockworkers lifted 
their boycott against American 
ships. 

The liner Champlain was forced 
to retrace its course across the 
Atlantic this week with 600 tons of 
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to Visit Him at 
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cargo meant for America, because 
of retaliatory action taken here by 
American gtevedores. 

Their leader, Joseph. Ryan, has 
given no assurance directly to the 
French Line that the Normandie 
will be unloaded, but he stated the 
American boycott would end as 
soon as the French one ended, 

R. J. Baker, president of the 
American Steamship Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, said five American ships 
had to leave French ports during 
the last week without unloading 
cargo destined for those points. 

The French boycott was launched 
in sympathy with the insurgent 
strike of rank and file seamen on 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts. Ac- 
cording to Ryan, the resultant em- 
barrassment and financial loss to 
at least six trans-Atlantic liners 
was all due to a misunderstanding 
of facts. 

“The French  longshoremen 
thought that the strike of Ameri- 
can seamen on the Atlantic 
Gulf was official and had the ap- 
proval of the American Federation 
of Labor,” he said. 


The Pacific Coast . maritime 
strike is official in seven unions, in- 
cluding seamen and longshoremeén, 
but the A. F. of L. has branded the 
East and Gulf coast walkout an 
“outlaw strike.” It was called 
against the opposition of officers of 
the International Seamen’s Union 
and longshoremen refused to join.

These demands, which were re- 
ported to have been drafted for 
presentation to the Mayor of Tsing- 
tao, Shen Hung Lieh, were said to 
include: 

Japanese co-operation in main- 
taining peace and order pending 
settlement of a cotton-mill strike 
in Tsingtao. ’ 

Expulsion from Tsingtao of anti- 
Japanese and strike agitators. 

Discharge’ of municipal officials 


involved in the strike. 


Dissolution of the local branches 
of the Kuomingtang (organization 
for the regeneration of China.)

PARIS, Dec, 5.—Premier Leon 
plum'’s Popular Front Government 
won # substantial majority in a 
yote of confidence today in his 
policy of non-intervention in the 
spanish civil war. The vote in the 
Chamber of Deputies was 350 to

on cabinet crisis developed sud- 
denly when the Communists in 
Blum's coalition government deci- 
ded to abstain from voting on the 
call for confidence Blum demand- 
ed. They oppose the non-interven- 
tion policy. 

Gaining unexpected Rightist sup- 
port for his foreign policy Blum as- 
serted that the cabinet would be 
unable to continue if the Commun- 
ists left the majority. 

A hurriedly called caucus of the 
Socialist party advised Blum to re- 
main in power on the strength of 
the vote despite the fact the Com- 
munists had decided to abstain 
from voting. 

Blum Announces He Will Stay. 

Although the Socialists themselves 
were divided into two camps, one 
advising the Premier to refuse to 
carry on in the face of the Com- 
munist refusal to vote the general 
opinion was that the Communist 
action did not constitute a technical 
desertion of the Popular ‘Front 
majority. 

After the vote was tabulated Blum 
appeared in the Chamber and an- 
nounced the Government would not 
resign. 

‘I must repeat what I said in 
Parliament,” Blum told the Depu- 
ties, “that is not onl; a question 
of surviving the stress of one hour, 
but it is a question of solving our 
difficulties in such a fashion that 
tomorrow a united action can be 
followed under conditions of con- 
fidence and loyalty. It is for the 
future to show us how the Com- 
munist party will act.” 

Feeling in the Socialist party was 
that the Premier should make a 
strong declaration that the Com- 
munist attacks must be stopped. 

Fascist Spain Called Menace. 

In the speech in which he called 
for a vote of confidence Blum re- 
affirmed his determination to stay 
out of Spain, and asserted that if a 
dictatorship should be set up by 
victorious insurgents, it would con- 
stitute “a menace to peace” and 
would disturb “French solidarity.” 
This would come about, he de- 
clared, if the Spanish dictatorship 
should be linked with the present 
governments in Italy and Germany 
which already have announced rec- 
ognition of the Spanish insurgent 
Gen, Francisco Franco. 

The Premier, in pleading for Par- 
lament to approve his hands-off 
policy in Spain, said it had not 
‘ahhieved all expected of it, but 
that is no reason to condemn it.” 

Communist Explanation. 

Jacques Duclos, Communist lead- 
er, in explaining the Communist ab- 
stention from voting, made what 
many deputies corfidered a veiled 
threat of new occupation strikes 
which have been harrassing the 
Blum Government recently. 

The Communist party, however, 
in a later statement said: “The 
party affirms anew its loyal sup- 
port of the Government for ap- 
Plication of the program of the peo- 
ple’s front.” 

The statement said the Com- 
munist “by abstention refused to ap- 


prove the blockade of republican 


Spain as contrary to the spirit of 
the people’s front program. It 
(the party) manifests its desire not 
to have to give a similar vote in 
the future and wishes to collaborate 
in the Government’s work.” 

Ex-Premier Pierre Etienne Fian- 
din said: “When we vote for the | 
Government, we vote against war 
for Spain. We vote for peace 
against all interference which 


_ Would lead us to war.” 


Applause greeted the ex-Premier 
from al] benches except those occu- 
pied by the Communists, who sat 
in silence.

MOSCOW, Dec. 5.—Soviet Rus- 
sia bolstered its military alliance 
with France today as the All-Union, 
Congress of Soviets gave final ap- 
proval to a new constitution which 
authorizes the Government to de- 
clare war “in case of necessity.” 

Among the sweeping govern- 
mental changes provided for in 
the new charter were creation of | 
a two-house Parliament to be 
elected by equal and direct popu- 
lar vote and protection of private 
property already held. 

Informed persons, pointing to 
the fact the original draft of the | 
constitution permitted a declara- 
tion of war only in the wvent of 
“an armed attack against the U. 8. 
S. R.,” said revisions which the 
Congress approved would give new 
force to the French-Soviet agree- 
ment for mutual aid. 

They also interpreted it as a 
strong answer to the recent agree- 
ment between Germany and Japan 
to fight Communism. 

To Fulfill Obligations. 

The revised document authorizes 

the Government to fight “in a case 

30c of necessity to fulfill international 
of a as obligations arising out of mutual 
and 60¢ | assistance pacts.” 

It provides for establishment of 
a commissgariat of military indus- 
try, a step which observers con- 
sidered significant inasmuch as it 
will permit concentration of mili- 
tary defense preparations and the 
speeding up of the Red Army’s 
supply organizaiton. 

The 2016 delegates to the All- 
Union Congress—meeting for the 
last time before abolition of the 
group under the new charter— 
cheered and sang the “Internation- 
ale” immediately after the consti- 
tution was adopted unanimously 
by a show of their red cards. 

Then the Congress adjourned to 
end the 10-day meeting during 
which discussion of the document 
was their only task. 

Silence on Religious Freedom. 

Applause greeted the reading of 
each article up to the one hundred 
and twenty-fourth, which ‘ grants 
religious freedom. Then complete 
silence reigned. 

Tumultuous clapping followed 
acceptance of article 126, which 
| gives the Communist party offi- 
cial recognition in the constitu- 
tion for the first time. 
| The Congress voted to put the 
new charter into effect immediately 
and proclaimed Dec. 5 a national 
holiday in the future. 

The Central Executive Commit- 
tee was empowered to call elections 
to select members of the new Par- 
liament, called the Su Coun- 
cil. It will consist of two cham- 
bers which will chooge a Supreme 
Council Presidium of 37 mem- 
bers to perform as a legislative 
body between sessions of the Su- 
preme Council, The presidium is to 
convene meetings of the Supreme 
Council. 

The highest executive body is to 
be the Council of People’s Com- 
missars, which will be responsi- 
ble to the Supreme Council.

MADISON, Wis., Dec. 5.—From 
Aug. 17, when the State Industrial 
Commission issued the first unem- 
ployment insurance check in the 
country, to Nov. 30, benefits total- 
ing $82,733 have been paid to 6700 
persons, The money to meet the 
checks came from the 517 employ- 
ers who laid off these persons. 

The provision that makes each 
employer responsible only for his 
own workers is a feature of the 
Wisconsin law. Each employer 
contributes a payroll tax to a gen- 
eral reserve fund, now totaling 
more than $14,000,000, but his ac- 
count is segregated in the same 
manner as a depositors account in 
a bank. He is required to keep his 
contribution at a specific level. 

The steady growth of benefit pay- 
ments, the administrators say, is 
not an indication of increasing un- 
employment but a normal result of 
the operation of the law. 

The ratio for determining bene- 
fits under the Wisconsin law is one 
week of benefits—at half pay—for 
each four weeks of employment. 
The first man to receive a check 
last August was paid from his em- 
ployers fund for only one week and 
got $15, which is the maximum 
weekly benefit. 

Some of those laid off at a later 
date, depending on how long they 
were laid off, received more than 
one check, 

By next July it will be possible 
for a worker to draw 13 weeks of 
benefits. In some cases a worker 
after that date could receive as 
many as 20 benefit checks in a 
year.

Any person who 
receives $150 a month for 10 months 
in a year is regarded as a salaried 
worker.

14,000 at Second and Final 


Performance, Smoothly Run 
Off, at Arena. 


More than 14,000 relatives and 
friends last night saw 10,000 Scouts, 
Sea Scouts and Cubs present the 
final performance of the Scout Cir- 
cus at the Arena.

Peace Program. 


By the Associated Press, 


United States urged co-operative or- 
ganization for peace, and Brazil 
promised full support of President 
Roosevelt’s “Good Neighbor” pol- 
icy at the second plenary session 
of the inter-American Peace Con- 
ference today.* 

United States Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull, one of the 21 heads of 
delegations to outline national poli- 
cies, proposed an eight-point pro- 
gram to maintain American peace 
and, by example help avert strife 
abroad, where, he said, “statesmen 
are shouting threats of war.” 

Jose Carlos Macedo Soares, For- 
eign Minister of Brazil, declared: “I 
proclaim Brazil's full solidarity with 
the good neighbor policy. The great 
pertrubing forces in international 
society are the alarming antagon- 
ism in the economic field and the 
financial oppression of certain peo- 
ples. In America those elements 
of discord are checked by special 
conditions which enable free expan- 
sion of internal markets.” 

American League of Nations, 

A proposal that the conference 
move to create an American League 
of Nations was presented by the 
delegation from the dominican re- 
public. Its fate was doubtful, inas- 
much as some larger nations such 
as Brazil and Chile ulready had an- 
nounced their opposition to it. It 
was understood the United States 
and Argentina also would not wel- 
come the establishment of such an 
organization. 

Under the dominican plan, all the 
American republics would unite 
against outside aggression, and 
would renounce war, intervention 
and forceful acquisition of territory. 
They would prepare for the estab- 
lishment of an inter-American 
court. A permanent § executive 
council would be set up, including 
one representative from each of the 
21 American republics. A special 
assembly would be called in the 
event of inter-American war.

Indirect Opposition. 
Macedo Soares indirectly opposed 
the inter-American court plan in 
his speech by praising The .Hague 
Court of International Justice. 

“In no manner should we isolate 
ourselves from the rest of the 
world,” said Soares. “We should 
give it a great example. We should 
initiate a new policy of interna- 
tional fraternity.” 

Although not mentioning the 
American League of . Nations— 
which he previously had opposed 
in speeches—Macedo Soares said 
American nations should weigh the 
errors of the Géheva body but at 
the same time should keep its dif- 
ficulties in mind, “owing to the 
disconcert of European passions 
and interests.”, 

Hull’s 8-Point Proposal. 

Secretary Hull asserted peace and 
prosperity rested on “eight pillars 
of peace”: 

1. Internal quiet and education. 

2. Frequent international confer- 
ences. 

3. Swift ratification of existing 
pedce pacts. 

4. Adoption of a common neutral- 
ity policy. 

5. Fair and equal commercial pol- 
icies. 

6. Practical international co-op- 
eration. 

7. Strengthening of international 
law. 

8. Faithful observance of the 
sanctity of treaties. 

“I strongly entertain the hope,” 
Hull said, “that a united group of 
American nations may take com- 
mon action at this conference fur- 
ther to assure peace among them- 
selves and define their attitude to- 
ward war; and that this action may 
not only demonstrate the happy po- 
sition of the new world, but, 
though designed primarily for our 
own benefit, embody policies of 
world application, and correspond 
to the views and interests of na- 
tions outside this hemisphere.” 

Broken Treaties. 

Asserting that international agree- 
ments had lost their force as a 
basis of relations between nations, 
Hull said: “This extremely omin- 
ous and fateful development con- 
stitutes the most dangerous single 
phenomenon in the world of today.

WPA WILL ASK FOR 


TWO BILLION A YEAR 


Administration Proposes 
Continue Present Spending 
Until Jobs . Increase...

By the Associated Press. : 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Indica- 
tions that the administration will 
ask Congress to continue WPA 
spending at a $2,000,000,000-a-year 
rate, until private employment in- 
creases, arose today from a confer- 
ence at WPA headquarters. 

Aubrey Williams, Deputy Works 
Progress Administrator, told a com- 
mittee of relief workers that WPA 
expenditures in December and Jan- 
uary were being curtailed only be- 
cause existing funds were near ex- 
haustion. 

The November outlay of . $165,- 
000,000 constituted “a valid level” 
which should be maintained, he 
said, even though shortage of funds 
before the new Congress can act 
requires a curtailment to about 
$150,000,000 this month and an un- 


determined reduction in January. 

7 to 9 Million Jobless, He Says. 

“T am convinced there are seven, 
or eight, or nine million unemployed 
persons in the country,” Williams 
added. “It is perfectly imsane to 
hold that these people can go on 
year after year without jobs.” 

While there were many workers 
on the November rolls who could 
be removed without hapdship,. he 
continued, there were many others 
not on the rolls who ought to be 
receiving work relief. 

The WPA official fold the delega- 
tion, “white collar’ workers from 
nine cities, that, by marshalling ev- 
ery available dollar and reducing 
the rolls by 425,000 persons, the pro- 
gram could be carried on with pres- 
ent funds to Feb. 1. 

“We are assured by the Treas- 
ury,” he said, “we will have funds 
to go through January,” but that 
in order to do this it would be nec- 
essary to exhaust certain reserves 
usually maintained. 

Hopes to Avoid Hardships. 

Although the WPA is hopeful 
that it will be able to reduce the 
rolls this month without dismissing 
persons who do not have other in- 
come, Williams told the committee 
the administration has no positive 
assurance this hope will be realized. 

He said each state has been giv- 
eh a money quota for December, 
not to be exceeded. The quotas 


were based on reports indicating it 


‘would be possihje through a general 
combing of the rolls to cut off 150,- 
000 workers who have other sources 
of income. In addition, dismissal 
of 20,000 non-relief and 5000 admin- 
istrative employes has been ordered 
and 250,000 drouth relief cases are 
being transferred to the Resettle- 
ment Administration, whose direct 
grants are less costly than work re- 
lief. 

Williams said the administration 
defines other income as ‘income 
equal to that earned on WPA. 

Committee Not Satisfied. 

Unconvineced the reduction is a 
temporary matter, the committee 
expressed belief the layoffs repre- 
sent “the beginning of the liquida- 
tion of WPA” and added: 

“This whole policy of WPA rep- 
resents, in our opinion, a betrayal 
of the promises made to the Ameri- 
can people before Nov. 3. Appar- 
ently the policy is not now we have 
only begun to fight,’ but rather ‘now 
we have only begun to lay off.’” 

The - committee recommended 
that, on the start of the scheduled 
curtailment, relief workers on every 
project be rallied “to protest meet- 
ings, tc strikers, to stoppages, dele- 
gations to city officials and Con- 
gressmen to mass picketing.” 

Should these measures fail, the 
committee said: “Let tens of thou- 
sands of laid-off workers come to 
the National Capitol and lay their 
problem at the seat of government. 
It is not patriotic to starve. We 
will not starve.”

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Text of Secretary Hull’s Address 


Laying Down 8-Point Program for 
Peace at Buenos Aires Conference 


He Stresses Public Education Against War, 
Common Neutrality Policy and Lower- 
ing of Trade Barriers 


Buenos Aires, Dec. 5— The teat 
of Secretary of State Hull's Ad- 
dress today at the Inter-American 
Peace Conference, follows: 

The primary purpose of this con- 
ference is to banish war from the 
Western Hemisphere. 

In its earnest pursuit of this 
great undertaking, it is necessary 
at the outset to visuaiize numerous 


dangerous conditions and practices 
in general international affairs to 
the extent that they bear upon and 
affect the work of this conference. 

It is manifest that every country 
today is faced with a supreme alter- 
native. Each must play its part in 
determining whether the world 
will slip backward towards war and 
savagery; or whether it can main- 
tain.and will advance the level of 
civilization and peace. .None can 
escape its responsibility. 

The 21 American republics can- 
not remain unconcerned by the 
grave and threatening conditions 
in many parts of the world. Our 
convocation here in Buenos Aires 
utters this hemisphere’s common 
voice of its interest, nay, its in- 
tense concern, over the determina- 
tion of this momentous question. 

Peace of World Concern. 

The repercussions of wars and 

preparations for wars have been so

universally disastrous that it is 
now as plain as mathematical truth 
that each nation in any part of 
the world is concerned in peace in 
every part of the world. 


The nations of all the Americas, 
through their chosen delegates, 
have assembled to make careful 
survey and analysis of all aspects 
of their responsibilities; to take ac- 
count of their common duties, and 
to plan accordingly for the safety 
and welfare of their peoples. 


The western hemisphere must 
now face squarely certain hard real- 
ities. For the purpose of our un- 
dertaking, we must frankly recog- 
nize that for some time the forces 
of militarism have been in the as- 
cendant in a large part of the 
world; those of peace have been 
correspondingly on the decline. 


We should be lacking in common 
sense if we ignored the plain fact 
that the effects of these forces will 
unavoidably have direct impact 
upon all of us. We should be lack- 
ing in ordinary caution if we fail 
to counsel together for our common 
safety and welfare. 


Lessons of Last War. 


It is bad enough when many 
statesmen and peoples close their 
minds and memories to the awful 
lesson taught by the millions of sol- 
diers sacrificed in the World War, 
the shattered cities, the desolated 
fields, and all the other material, 
moral and spiritual ravages of that 
conflict. Still worse, that war has 
brought in its train wounds to 
man’s heart and spirit, national 
hatreds and fears, the dislocation or 
destruction of indispensable politi- 
cal and governmental structures, 
and the collapses or cool abandon- 
ment of former high standards of 
national conduct. 


The supreme tragedy is com- 
pleted by the breakdown of the 
commerce of mind and culture, the 
attempt to isolate the nations of 
the earth into sealed compartments, 
all of which haye made war a bur- 
den not to be endured by man- 
kind. 

The delegates of the American 
nations, meeting here in the face 
of these grave and threatening 
world conditions, must realize that 
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mere words will not suffice. From 
every wise and practical viewpoint, 
concrete peace planning, peace 
views and peace objectives are im- 
perative. 

We must quicken our words and 
our hopes into a specific, embrac- 
ing program to’: maintain peace. 
Such a program, adequately imple- 
mented, should constitute an ar- 
mory of peace. It should comprise 
a structure affording. all: practical 
means for safeguarding peace. 

Up to the Americas, »: 

At a time when many other gov- 
ernments or peoples fail or fear to 
proclaim and embrace a broad or 
definite peace plan or movement; 
while their statesmen are shouting 
threats of war, it is all the more 
necessary that we of the Americas 
must cry out for peace, keep alive 
the spirit of peace, live by the 
rules of peace, and forthwith per- 
fect the machinery. for its mainte- 
nance, 

Should we fail to make this out- 
standing contribution, it would be 
a practical desertion of the cause 
of peace, and a tragic blow to the 
hopes of humanity. 

In meeting this problem, the 
American republics are in a pe- 
culiarly advantageous _ situation. 
There are among us no radical dif- 
ferences, no profound mistrusts or 
deep hatreds. 

On the contrary, we are inspired 
by the impulse to be constant 
friends and the determination to 
be peaceful neighbors. 

We recognize the right of all na- 
tions to handle their affairs in any 
way they choose, and this quite ir- 
respective of the fact that their way 
may be different from our way, or 
éven repugnant to our ideas. But 
we cannot fail to take cognizance 
of the international aspect of their 
policies when and to the extent that 
they may react upon us. , 

I, myself, am unalterably of the 
view that a policy leading to war 
may react upon us. In the fact of 
any situation directly leading to 
war, can we therefore be other than 
apprehensive? 

In sustaining the firm determina- 
tion that peace must be main- 
tained, and that any country whose 
policies make war likely is threat- 
ening injury to all, I believe that 
the nations of this hemisphere 
would find themselves in accord 
with governments elsewhere. 

Urges Common Action. 

I strongly entertain the hope that 
a united group of American nations 
may take common action at this 
conference further to assure peace 
among themselves and define their 
attitude toward war; and that this 
action may not only demonstrate 
the happy position of the new 
world, but, though designed pri- 
marily for our own benefit, embody 
policies of world application, and 
correspond to the views and inter- 
ests of nations outside this hem- 
isphere. 

There is no need for war. 

There is a practical alternative

policy at hand, complete and ade- 
quate. It is no exclusive policy 
aimed at the safety or supremacy 
of a few, leaving others to struggle 
with distressful situations. It de- 
mands no sacrifices comparable to 
the advantages which will result to 
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each nation and to each individual. 

In these circumstances the rep- 
resentatives of the 21 American re- 
publics should frankly call the at- 
tention of the people of this hemi- 
sphere to the possibilties of danger 
to their future peace and progress, 
and at the same time set forth the 
numerous steps that can well be 
undertaken as the most effective 
means of improving and safeguard- 
ing the conditions of permanent 
peace. 

While carefully avoiding any po- 
litical entanglements, my Govern- 
ment strives at all times to co-op- 
erate with other nations’ to every 
practical extent in support of peace 
objectives, including reduction or 
limitation of armaments, the con- 
trol of traffic in arms, taking the 
profits out of war, and the restora- 
tion of fair and friendly economic 
relationships. 

Peace by Agreement. 

We reject war as a method of 
settling international disputes, and 
favor such methods as conference, 
conciliation and arbitration. 

Peace can be partially safeguard- 
ed through international agree- 
ments. Such agreements, however, 
must reflect the utmost good faith; 
this alone can be the guarantee of 
their significance and usefulness. 

Contemporary events clearly 
show that, where mutual _ trust, 
goodwill and sincerity of purpose 
are lacking, pacts or agreements 
fail; and the world is seized by 
fear and left to the mercy of the 
wreckers. 

The conference has the duty of 
considering all peace. proposals of 
merit. Let me enumerate and 
briefly discuss eight separate and 
vitally important principles -and 
proposals for a comprehensive 
peace program and peace structure. 
They are not designed to be all- 
inclusive. 
In considering them, we should 
be guided by the knowledge that 
other forces and agencies of peace 
exist besides those made and to be 
made on our continents; what we 
do contemplates no conflict with 
sincere efforts the world over. 
Education for Peace. 
First: I would emphasize the lo 
cal and unilateral responsibility of 
each nation carefully tv educate 
and organize its people in opposi-. 
tion to war and its underlying 
causes. Support must be given 
to peace; to the most effective pol- 
icies for its preservation, and, final- 
ly each nation must maintain con- 
ditions within its own borders 
which will permit it to adopt na- 
tional policies that can be peace- 
fully pursued. 
More than any. other factor, a

izing the forces of peace and fewer 
of the present $5,000,000,000 in edu- 
cating and training their military 
forces. 
Since the time when Thomas Jef- 
ferson insisted upon a “decent re- 
spect to the opinions of mankind,” 
public opinion has controlled for- 
eign policy in all democracies. It 
is, therefore, all important that ev- 
ery platform, every pulpit and every 
forum should become constant and 
active agencies in the great work 
of education and organization. 
Public Opinion. 
The limited extent of such highly 
organized and intelligent public 
opinion in support of peace is by 
far the largest drawback to any 
plan to prevent war. Truly the 
first step is that each nation must’ 
thus make itself safe for peace. 
This, too, develops a common will 
for freedom, the soil from which 
peace springs. 

People everywhere should be 
made to know of the peace mech- 
anisms. Even more, there should 
be brought home to them _ the 
knowledge that trade, commerce, 
finance, debts, communications 
have a bearing on peace. 

The workman at his beneh, the 
farmer on his land, the shopkeeper 
by his shelves, the clerk at his 
books, the laborer in factory, plan- 
tation, mine or construction camp 
must realize that his work is the 


it for ends of national or personal 
rapacity is to drive him toward 
quick death by bayonets, or to 
slower, but not less grievous suf- 
fering through economic distress. 

In all our countries we have 
scholars who can demonstrate these 
facts; let them not be silent. 

Our churches have direct con- 
tact with all groups; may they re- 
member that the peacemakers are 
the children of God.-We have artists 
and poets who can distil their need- 
ed knowledge into trenchant phrase 
and line; they have work to do. 
Our great journals on both con- 
tinents cover the world. Our wom- 
en are awake; our youth sentient; 
our clubs and organizations make 
opinion everywhere. 

There is a strength here avail- 
able greater than: that of armies. 
We have but to ask its aid; it will 
be swift to answer, not only here, 
but in continents beyond the seas. 

International Friendship. 

Second. Indispensable in their 
influence for peace and well-being 
are frequent conferences between 
representatives of-the nations and 
intercourse between their peoples. 
Collaboration and the exchange of 
views, ideas and information are 
the most effective means of estab- 
lishing understanding, friendship 
and trust. 


I would again, emphasize that 
any written pacts or agreements 
not based upon such relationships 
as these too often exist on paper 
only. Development of the atmos- 
phere of peace, understanding and 
good will during our sessions here 
will alone constitute a vast occom- 
plishment. | 

Third. Any complete program 
would include safeguarding the 
nations of this hemisphere from 
using force, one against the other, 
through the consummation of all 
of the five well-known peace agree- 
ments, produced in chief part by 
previous conferences, as well as 
through “the draft convention co- 
ordinating the existing treaties be- 
tween the American States and ex- 
tending them in certain respects,” 
which the delegation of the United 
States is presenting for the con- 
sideration of this conference. 


Present Treaties. 

In these, virtually all of the es- 
sentials of adequate machinery are 
present. If their operation is some- 
what implemented by provisions in 
the draft proposal I have just men- 
tioned to be considered by this 
conference, such machinery would 
be complete. 


The first of these is the treaty 
to avoid and prevent conflicts be- 
tween the American states, which 
was signed in Santiago in 1923. 

The second is the treaty for the 
renunciation of war, known as the 
Kellogg-Briand pact, or the Pact 
of Paris, signed at Paris in 1928. 

‘The third is the general conven- 
tion of inter-American conciliation, 
signed at Washington in 1929. 

‘The fourth is the general treaty 
of inter-American arbitration, 
signed at Washington in 1929. 

The fifth is the anti-war treaty 
of non-aggression and conciliation, 
signed at Rio de Janeiro in 1933. 

While the Montevideo conference 
in 1933 went on record in favor of 
the valid execution of these five 
agreements by each of the 21 gov- 
ernments represented, several have 
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not yet completed this ratification.

Can we in this conference work 
out for ourselves a common line of 
policy that might be pursued dur- 
ing a period of neutrality? Some 
first broad approaches towards that 
end are, I think, possible. 


If these are to be sound, they 
must be inspired by the determina- 
tion to stay at peace. When inter- 
ests are challenged, when minds are 
stirred, when entry into war in 
some particular juncture may ap- 
pear to offer some country’ the 
chance of national advantage, then 
determination is needed to retain 
neutrality. 

The maintenance of neutrality is 
an achievement to be attained more 
readily if undertaken jointly. Such 
agreement would be a tremendous 
safeguard for each of us. It might 
be a powerful means of ending war. 


When we have done all. that 
seems to be possible in extending 
and perfecting an integrated and 
permanent mechanism for preserv- 
ing peaceful relations among our- 
selves, and when we have:placed in 
operation these various instru- 
ments, the 21 republics of this hem- 
isphere will have given overt ex- 
pression to the most determined 
will for peace to be found in the 
world today. 

In the fact of a weakening else- 
where in the world of reliance on 
and observance of international 
agreements, we shall have pro- 
claimed our firm intention that 
these peaceful instruments shall be 
the foundation of relations between 
nations throughout this whole re- 
gion. 

If we can endow peace with cer- 
tainty; if we can make it glow in 
our part of the world; théh. we may 
indulge the hope that our example 
will not be in vain. 

Lowering Trade Barriers. 

Fifth. The peoples of this region 
have a further opportunity.. They 
must make headway with a liberal 
policy of commerce, which would 
lower excessive barriers to trade 
and lessen injurious discriminations 
as between the trade of different 
countries. 

This means the substitution of a 
policy of economic benefit, goodwill 
and fair dealing for one stimulated 
by greedy and short-sighted cal- 
culations of momentary advantage 
in an impractical isolation. . It 
would have most beneficial effects, 
both direct and indirect, upon po- 
litical difficulties and antagonisms. 

A thriving international com- 
merce, well adjusted. to the re- 
sources and talents of each coun- 
try, brings benefit to all. It keeps 
men employed, active and usefully 
supplying the wants of others. It 
leads each country to look upon 
others as helpful counterparts to 
itself rather than as antagonists. 
It opens: up to each country, to 
the extent mutually profitable and 
desirable, the resources and the or- 
ganized productive power of other 
countries; by its benefits small na- 
tions with limited territory or 
resources can have a varied, secure 
and prosperous life; it can bring 
improvement to those who feel their | 
toil too hard and their reward too 
meager. 
| Prosperity and Peace. 

Prosperity.and peace are not sep- 
arate entities. To promote one is 
to promote the other. The eco- 
nomic well-being of peoples is. the 
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maining neutral, of not being too 


greatest.single protection against |. 


program adopted at the conference 
at Montevideo three years ago. 
That program is today the greatest 
potential force both for peace and 
prosperity. Our present confer- 
ence should reaffirm and secure ac- 
tion upon this program of economic 
intelligence. 


One feature of the resolutions 
adopted at Montevideo was the sup- 
port for the principle of equality 
of treatment as the basis of ac- 
ceptable commercial policy. This 
rule has been followed in a num- 
ber of commercial agreements that 
have already been concluded be- 
tween American nations, Their ben- 
efits are already becoming ee 
and will continue to grow. 

Some of Gains Lost. 

We cannot blind ourselves to the 
fact, however, that at the same 
time there has taken place even 
among the American natioris a 
growth in the restrictions upon 
trade and an extension of discrim- 


ed to counteract the advantages 
resulting from the  liberalizing 
terms embodied in other agree- 
ments. | 

I would urge again the wisdom 
of avoiding discrimination in our 
commercial policy. 

The practice of discrimination 
prevents trade from following the 
lines which would produce the 
greatest economic benefits; it in- 
evitably in the long run must pro- 
voke retaliation from those who 
suffer from discrimination; make 
it more difficult for countries eager 
to pursue a liberal trade policy to 
secure the fair gains from this 
policy and thereby check the low- 
ering of restrictions. /

The entire international order 
is severely dislocated. Chaotic. 
conditions in the relations between 
nations have appeared.’ Human 


Nations in recent years have 
sought to live a hermit existence 
by isolating themselves from each 
other in suspicion and fear. The 
inevitable result in not unlike that 
experienced by a community where 
individuals undertake to live a 
hermit existence, with the result- 
‘ant decline and decay of the spir- 
itual, the moral, the educational 
and the material benefits and 
blessings which spring from com- 
munity organization and effort. 
The difference, when nations 
live apart, is that the entire hu- 
man race in countless instances 
suffers irreparable injury—politi- 
cal, moral, material, spiritual and 
social. 

Today, for illustration, through 
lack of comprehension, under- 
standing and confidence, we see 
many nations exhausting their ma- 
terial substance and the vitality of 
their people by piling up huge 
armaments, 

We behold others, In their at- 
tempted isolation, becoming more. 
indifferent and less considerate 
towards the righis, privileges and 
honest opinions of others. 
National character and conduct 


ization. At no distant time, we 
shall see a-state of moral and spir- 
itual isolation, bringing with it 
the condemnation of the world, 
covering great parts of the earth, 
unless peopes /halt. and turn 
towards a sane course, 


Stronger International Law. 


Seventh. International law has 
been in large measure flouted. It 


and strengthened by general de- 
mand. 

International law protects the 
peace and security of nations, and 
so safeguards them against main- 
taining great armaments and wast- 
ing their substance in continual 
readiness for war. Founded upon 
justice and humanity, the great 
principles, of international law are 
the source and fountain of the 
equality, the security and the very 
existence of nations. Armies and 


Abandonment of the rule of law 
would not only leave small or un- 
armed states at the mercy of the 
reckless and powerful, but would 
hopelessly undermine all interna- 
tional order. It is inconceivable 
that the civilized nations would 
long delay a supreme effort to re- 
stablish that rule of law. 

Faith in Agreements. 


standings, agreements and treaties 
between nations constitutes the 
foundation of international order. 


a time for crimination or recrim- 
ination, nor is such in my mind 
during this discussion. There must 
be the fullest patience and for- 
bearance, one country with another, 
as the nations endeavor to climb 
back to that high ground of whole- 
some and elevating relationship of 
loyalty to the given word and faith- 
ful fair dealing. 


International agreements have 
lost their force and reliability as a 
pasis of relations between nations. 
This extremely ominous and fate- 
ful development constitutes the 
most dangerous single phenomenon 
in the world of today; not interna- 
tional law merely, but that which 
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The nations of this continent 
should omit no word or act in 
their attempt to meet the danger- 
ous conditions which endanger 
peace. Let our actions here at 
Buenos Aires constitute the most 
potent possible appeal to peace- 
makers and warmakers throughout 
the world. 

An Example for Peace. 
So only does civilization become 
real. So only can we rightly ask 
that universal support which enti- 
tles governments to speak for their 
peoples to the world, not with the 
voice of propaganda but with that 
of truth. 
Having affirmed our faith, we 
should be remiss if we were to leave 
anything undone which will tend 
to assure our peace here, and make 
us powerful for peace elsewhere. In 
a very real sense, let this continent 
set the high example of champion- 
ing the forces of peace, democracy 
and civilization.

"WASHIN GTON.—In the hero- 


worshipping years following the 


Mexican War, White House wives 
were so self-submerged as to be 
almost obliterated. Mrs. Zachary 
Taylor kept right out of her hus 
band’s limelight; able but ailing 
Mrs.- Millard Fillmore ,spent. most 
of her White House life in an up 
stairs study and died the month her 
husband’s term ended; while the 
sick and sorrowing Mrs. Franklin 
Pierce fainted when her husband 
was nominated, came no closer 
than Baltimore when he was in- 
augurated, and languished through- 
out his four years’ term. 

Up in Seneca Falls, N. Y., the 
year of the Taylor campaign, a. 
few- women led by Lucretia Mott 
and Elizabeth Cady Stanton lashed 
out against the prevailing fashion 
of languishing women, but their 
campaign made no difference as 
far as the White Houses was con- 
cerned. Zachary Taylor’s war 
horse, Old Whitney, got twenty 
times the mention in the public 
prints that his wife did, and his 
laudatory -biographers, engrossed 
in the record of his battles, seldom 


You 
gave her more than: a passing 


sentence. 
Refused to Preside. 


Yet it was this same Margaret 
Taylor, daughter of a Maryland 
planter, who took the most amazing 
stand ever recorded of a President’s 
wife, when she flatly said she 
would never preside in person at 
an official function. 

The late Rose Gouverneur Hoes, 
who became vastly versed in the 
personal histories of presidential 
families by virtue of her long years 
of patient work in behalf of the 
Smithsonian costume collection, 
said: “Margaret Smith Taylor, do- 


*|mestic in her tastes and devoted 


to her husband, had lived much of 
her life in garrisons and afield, 
making a home anywhere. 

“She was bitterly opposed to her 
husband becoming Chief Executive 
of the land, on the ground of lack 
of home life, and she openly an- 
nounced that she would never per- 
sonallly preside at the White 
House.” Another author said that 
Mrs. Taylor prayed every night 
that Henry Clay would win over 
her husband. 

Mrs. Taylor did not take the mid- 
winter steamer trip from Louisiana 
to Washington with her husband. 
She left all the social glory of this 
gayest of inaugurations—there were 
three official balls—to her happily- 
named daughter, Mrs. Betty Bliss, 
and exactly when she did take up 
White House residence is ; 
though one authority tells of her 
“arrival” there the day before her 
husband died—after 16 months in 
office. 

The Taylors’ only son, youngest 
of their four children, evidently 
shared his mother’s views, for the 
New Orleans Delta commendingly 
said of him: “Instead of wasting 
his time in the fashionable circles 
of Washington, he hag purchased 
a plantation in the neighborhood of 
New Orleans and is become a 
Louisiana planter.” 

: Famous “Miss Betty.” 

F the Taylors’ three daughters, 
(pine eldest married an Army sur- 

geon and was often at the White 
House with her father; the second 
married Jefferson Davis, later Presi- 
dent of the Confederacy, but died 
before Taylor was elected; the third 
was Betty Taylor Bliss Dandridge, 
to whom historians were writing 


.|their thanks for courteous co-oper- 


ation as late as 1907, 57 years after 
her father’s death. 

“Miss Betty” was one of the 
White House social successes, cred- 
ited with “the artlessness of a rus- 
tic, the grace of a duchess.” That 
name, “Miss Betty,” and the ac- 
claim that went with it when she 
entered the White House at 22, 
stuck to her through widowhood, 
@ second marriage, and on to ex- 
treme old age when “her home was 
the salon of the Valley of Virginia.” 

No more intimate and friendly at- 
mosphere has ever prevailed at the 
White House than during the time

+Taylor’s death took them to the 


complain bitterly about ‘being driv- 
en from their fireplaces, and also 
causing her husband to take a trip 
to the Patent Office so that he- 
might be able to show the servants 
how the drafts worked. 

This purchase of books was real- 
ly the key to the character of Abi- 
gail Powers Fillmore. Books had 
brought her livelihood, companion- 
ship, home ahd, happiness. Any ex- 
tra dollars that came to her hand 
always went into books, and thus 
she and her husband kept 
abreast of contemporaneous cul- 
ture. Washington’ Irving was their 
close friend, they lost no opportu- 
nity of stimulating interest in mu- 
sic, and the local history of Buffalo, 
N. Y., became Fillmore’s private 
hobby. 

Mrs. Fillmore came of the Leland 
family, so proud of its lineage t 
a tally was kept of all descendants. 
Her father was a preacher, learned 
beyond most men of his day, and 
desirous’ that his daughter be 
learned too. When he died, she 
was able as a result to turn to 
teaching school. 

And it was at this school that 
Millard Fillmore was one of her 
pupils, she being a few years his 
senior. - 

Fillmore himself has tolds how his 
great urge for self-bettermen had 
driven him from clothiers’ appren- 
tice to teaching one term at school; 
how that experience had convinced 
him that he must have more learn- 
ing; how he bargained with a farm- 
er to chop wood for two days, for 
every week's board he got while pur- 
suing his studies. 

“T then, for the first time in my 
life, heard a sentence parsed, and 
had opportunity to study geography 
with a map,” he narrated, “I pur- 
sued much of my study with, and 
perhaps was unconsciously stimu- 
lated by the companionship of, a 
young lady whom I afterward mar- 
ried.” 


Triumph Over Family. 


Abigail’s early intimates thought 
a Leland was lowering herself to 
marry Millard Fillmore, and told her 
so—family opposition which must 
have caused her an especial glow 
of pride as she later saw her hand- 
some, healthy, non-drinking hus- 
band advance to a seat in Congress; 
to the Comptroller-Generalcy of 
New York; to “Vice-President, 

Surely the greatest personal tri- 
umph of her life must have been 
when she and her Vice-President 
husband were invited to attend a 
gathering of the “great family of 
the Lelands’” 

Abigail Fillmore appears to have 
been an influence in practically 
every day of her husband’s public 
life. It is recorded of Fillmore that 
“when absent at Albany, or later at 
Washington, he wrote a letter to his 
wise and estimable wife every day.” 
And an intimate friend testified: 
“Mrs, Fillmore was a woman who 
had read much and was well-in- 
formed on all the topics of the day. 
Mr. Fillmore had the highest re- 
spect for her attainments, and had 
been heard to say he never took 
any important step without her 
counsel and advice.” 

Their beautiful and accomplished 
daughter, Mary Abigail Fillmore, 
was her mother’s mainstay when 


White House. Mary Abigail was 
then 18. She spoke French fluent- 
ly, she could play the piano, harp 
and guitar. She was the social rep- 
resentative of the family outside the 
White House, for it was then the 
custom for the President of his 
wife to accept no invitations, 
Days Spent in Library. 
Of Mary Abigail a contemporary 
wrote: “Her attractive personality 
and rare conversational abilities 
won the admiration of the numer- 
ous guests to whom she was al- 
ways ready to adapt herself.” 
None too well, and. saddened by 
the death of a sister, Mrs. Fillmore 
leaned heavily on her daughter and 
her son, Powers, the President’s 
secretary, also aided somewhat in 
social arrangements. Yet she con- 
scientiously bore the brunt of the 
heavy social duties, even though it 
often meant staying in bed all day

“The President had but little time 
to give to this library, but he usual- 
ly succeeded in leaving the execu- 
tive chamber at 10:30 at night, and 
spending a pleasant hour in the 
library with his family.” 

During their term, the Fillmores 
entertainec Jenny Lind, Thackeray, 
the Hungarian patriot, Kossuth, 
and the Arctic explorer, Dr. Elisha 
Kent Kane, just back from. the 
Grinnell expedition. They set a 
record in courtesy to an incoming 
President of opposite political party, 
when Fillmore attended Thacker- 
ay’s lecture with his . successor, 
Franklin Pierce, and remained at 
the White House to receive with 
him after the inauguration. 

Correspondence Burnt, 


Characteristically, the Fillmores 
had planned to round out their lives 
with travel. The President had all 
plans made to return to Buffalo 
via New Orleans, hoping that the 
Southern climate would improve his 
wife’s health. He had dreams, too, 
of the courts of Europe. 

Later, this all became actuality 
for Fillmore himself, but not for 
Abigail, for she-died at the end of 
that March at the Willard Hotel 
and delayed her husband's South- 
ern trip for a year. Wrote Wash- 
ington Irving: “I almost think poor 
Mrs. Fillmore must have received 
her death warrant while standing 
by my side on the marble terrace of 
the Capitol, exposed to chilly wind 
and snow, listening to the inaugural 
speech of her htisband’s successor.”

That their story is preserved 
at all is due to the efforts of the 
Buffalo Historical Society; who had 
been organized by Fillmore himself. 

After being five years a widow- 
er, ex-President Millard Fillmore 
married Mrs. Caroline C. McIntosh 
and enjoyed many more years of do- 
mestic felicity. 

Mid-Victorian Idyll. 

Jane Appleton Pierce was a frail 
and fainting heroine in a day de- 
voted to the utter idealization of 
that type.

TORONTO, Dec. 5.—Growing dis- 


satisfaction with the Social Credit 
Administration of Premier William 
Aberhart in Alberta has been evi- 
denced in recent weeks and there 
are predictions that he will lose in 
the next election. 


Within the last two weeks there 
have been two elections in which 
Edmonton elected five Aldermen 
who were not supporters of Aber- 
hart or Social] Credit, and Calgary 
elected an opposition city ,commis- 
sioner and three out of six Alder- 
men not bearing the Aberhart tag. 

Edmonton also reduced the in- 
terest rate on its municipal bonds 
held by the Aberhart Government 
in retaliation for the reduction in 
interest on the Alberta bonds, a 
large amount of which the city 
owned, Calgary took similar action. 

Aberhart’s Reply. 

In a characteristic reply, Aber- 
hart advised that the city might not 
reduce interest rates on its bonds 
to, any single bondholder as such 
action would be regarded as dis- 
¢criminatory. His logic is fair 
enough—that it is wrong to reduce 
interest coupons on Alberta’s bonds 
with the province’s people paying, 
but right for the Government to 
reduce interest coupons on Cal- 
gary’s bonds, with the city’s people 
paying. But his action is gaining 
no votes in Edmonton or Calgary. 

Chambers of Commerce of Ed- 
monton and the Boards of Trade of 
Calgary and Lethbridge, the four 
major cities of the province, gave 
Aberhart’s prosperity certificates a 
blow. 

These business bodies declared 
the venture in scrip—started in an 
effort to stimulate purchasing pow- 
er—had failed to achieve its pur- 
pose, and that the certificates would 
not circulate on their own merits; 
nor could they be kept in circula- 
tion even after strenuous efforts to 
organize for them. 

“The entire scheme of prosperity 
certificates is unworkable and in- 
jurious to general business confi- 
dence,” their letter to the Aberhart 
Government reads, “and we again 
appeal to the Government to recog- 


nize the failure of its experiment: 


and to desist from it.” 
Circulation Dropping. 

The first certificates, issued last 
August, totaled $230,000. The total 
in circulation has been dropping 
ever since. At the regular Novem- 
ber redemption period two weeks 
ago, about $30,000 were still in cir- 
culation, of which $15,000 had been 
issued a few days previously to Al- 
berta civil servants. 

“If the Government has the 
money to pay salaries and relief in 
cash, why should it bother with the 
issue of prosperity certificates?” 
the chambers of commerce and 
boards of trade ask. “If it hasn’t 
the money, who is going to stand 
the loss when the whole pyramiding 
system breaks down as similar 
systems have done?

Issues in Five Major Cities in 
East Contribute to Gains, 
According to Survey. 


Average prices of Eastern real 
estate bonds have risen $41 in the 
first 11 months of the year, Amott, 
Baker & Company announced yes- 
terday. 

With issues in the five major 
cities in the East contributing 
gains, realty bonds maintained the 
steady upward climb of the previ- 
ous months with an average gain 


of $6 per $1000 of face value in No- 
vember. Prices have advanced from 
$389 per $1000 of face value on Jan. 
1 to $430 on Dec. 1. 

The Amott-Baker averages, based 
on the market action of 200 typical 
issues, disclosed a November gain 
of 14 per cent anda rise of 10.5 
per cent for the first 11 months. 
The same advance was recorded 
for October. 

New York City issues gained 1.2 
per cent in November and 8.6 per 
cent for the 1l-month period. The 
average price has increased from 
$383 on Jan. 1 to $416 on Dec. 1. 
Other November increases were: 
Boston, 1.2 per cent; Pittsburgh, 1.2 
per cent; Philadelphia, 0.8 per cent, 
and Buffalo, 4.7 per cent. 

Prices on Dec. 1 included: Bos- 
ton, $606; New York, $416; Buffalo, 
$425; Philadelphia, $393, and Pitts- 
burgh, $314. 

The largest gain among classes 
of issues for the first 11 months 
was made by hotels, which ad- 
vanced 20.1 to an average price of 
$376. Other Dec. 1 prices included: 
theaters, $679; office buildings, $477; 
housekeeping apartments, $391, and 
apartment hotels, $364.

Canadian Dollar Goes Under 
the 100.00 Cents Mark First 
Time Since Sept.

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—European 
currencies continued their mod- 
erate climb against the dollar dur- 
ing the week, although the move- 
ment appeared checked at one 
time, most units were generally at 
higher net levels at Saturday's 
close. 

Sterling, from a.rate. of $4.89% 
last Saturday, rose to a high of

French francs improved from

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—The base 
ball market shifted from Montreal 
to Forty-second street today as of- 
ficials rolled their hopes and prob- 
lems south for the major league 


meetings. 

Officially the ‘meetings do not 
start until Tuesday, but most of the 
club owners and Managers were 
around singing the praise of play- 
ers they want to get rid of. 

The possibility that Commissioner 
Landis would declare’ Bob Feller of 
the Cleveland Indians a free agent 
and that the St. Louis Cardinals 
would trade Dizzy Dean still domi- 
nated the conversataion. 


A Slight Difference. 

A difference of around $150,000 
was holding up the Dean-to-Cincin- 
nati deal, according to one high of- 
ficial. It seemed evident Dean 
would be sent to the Rhineland if 
and when the Reds are willing to 
add $150,000 worth of ball players 
to their offer of $200,000 in cash; 

As for the Feller case, the gen- 
eral opinion was that Landis’ de- 
cision would rest on the action the 
majors take on the “Baltimore 
amendment.” This amendment, al- 
ready passed by the minors, per- 
mits scouts and representatives of 
all ball clubs to recommend players 
to teams of lower classification 
without losing the right later to buy 
these players. 

This ruling, in spirit though not 
in letter, relaxes the much-discussed 
major-minor league agreement 
which the Cleveland club is al- 
leged to have broken in signing 
Feller. 

If the majors also pass the 
amendment the experts predict 
Landis will uphold the Indians’ 
right to keep Feller. 

Trading probably will be dominat- 
ed by the Giants, Cubs, Pirates and 
Reds in the National League and 
by Cleveland, Chicago and Detroit 
in the American. . 

The Giants, needing support in 
the infield and behind the bat, are 
dangling Hank Leiber before the 
other National League clubs. They 
already have offered Leiber, Gus 
Mancuso and Hal Schumacher to 
the Cubs for Frank Demaree, Bill 
Lee and Ken O’Dea, without getting 
anywhere. ) 

The Reds hope to get Dean with- 
out giving up their present ace 
pitcher, Paul Derringer. They may 
use one or two of their three catch.

T’S wild turkey time inthe 

Ozarks. We wish you luck of 
killing one—it’s no job for a city 
boy or even a country one, in 
these days of scarcity. 

But, just in case you bring 
down your bronze beauty, remem- 
ber to save the gizzard. And the 
crop! Harold L. Blakey wants 
them. 

Mr. Blakey has his reasons... He 
also has his title which is: “As- 
sistant Conservationist, Food Hab- 
its Section, Division of Wildlife 
Research, U. 8S. Biological Sur- 
vey.” 

Write that on your turkey giz- 
gard and send it to 719 Federal 
Building and you will be doing 
Missouri and the wild turkey’s fu- 
ture a favor. 

The following letter from Mr. 
Blakey will explain: 

“Dear Mr. Wray—lIn all of the 
requests for assistance of* the 
Post-Dispatch you never received 
this one before—an emergency 
appeal for help in collecting wild 
turkey gizzards and crops. 

“At first glance this may strike 
you as having a humorous slant 
but please let me assure you it 
is about the most serious problem 
encountered in a study of the 
Ozark wild turkey being  con- 
ducted by the U. 5S. Biological 
Survey. ... The movement has 
as its goal the restoration of the 


wild turkey as an abundant game 


bird. 


It seems, according to other 
references in the communication 
that you’re welcome to the liver, 
heart, wishbone, etc., but that Mr. 
Blakey needs the gizzard in order 
to learn just what kind of a diet 
Meleagris Gallopavo  Silvestris 
needs to prosper. 

Owing to the present scarcity 
of wild turkeys it is not practical 
for the department to send out 
its own hunters to

ent when half a dozen were killed, 
over scattered intervals, have shot

There was a heavy 
snowfall and this writer was walk- 
ing down the railroad track to 
flag a train for the section gang, 
which was busy repairing a 
switch. 


Passing through a shallow cut 
a wild turkey flapped right over 
me. Did I crack down on him? 
I did not—I had no gun with me!

We Learn About Turkeys. 


HE next season I went back 

to the same place hunting tur- 
key. Hugh Patterson, proprietor 
of the railroad eating house, told 
me he had heard of turkeys over 
at the farm of a trapper named 
Nick Schuhe. But when I got 
there Nick had nothing but tame 
ones.. He said he thought he’d 
heard of some “using” over around 
Buck Elk. So next day we tagged 
out to Buck Elk. 


Nothing doing. But there we 
got a red-hot tip that birds had 
been in the region of Pay Down 
where the old carding mill stands. 
Near Pay Down we found an old 
geezer poling along in a dugout 
‘running his trap-line. 

“Hear of any turkéy here- 
abouts?” we asked him. 

He meditated as he released a 
muskrat from the trap, spat, and 
then slowly replied: 


“Waal, stranger, seems to me I 
did hear ’em telling, about a big 
flock roosting over that hill thar 
in a ravine.”

For the .2gauge use no pellet 
larger than the No. 2 These are 
for geese, wild turkey, fox.and 
other of the larger birds and ani- 
mals that should be hunted with a 
Shotgun. 

Maurice Decker of Fur-Fish-Game 
is positive that he would never use 

any pellet larger than a three for 
ducks, and would use threes only in 
a 10-gauge. With such a combina- 
tion you would be able to bring 
your bird down at 80 yards provid- 
ing, of course, that you had the 
physical strength to swing the 
heavy weapon on your fast flying 
target. 

No. 4 pellets are only for long 
range, 55 to 60 yards. No. 5 is the 
largest that should ordinarily be 
used in a .12-gauge for ducks, al- 
though they are not as ideal as the 
sixes. However, if you are shoot- 
ing in a strong cross wind, they 
will not veer from the target 60 
readily as a six. Sixes will not tear 
up the duck, or splinter any bones, 
unless you are right on it. For av- 
erage shooting, from 25 to 40 yards, 
where 90 per cent of the shooting is 
done, you won't go wrong on sixes, 
according to Capt. C. E. Crossman.

CHICAGO, ‘Dec. 5.—The proposal 
to give financial aid to athletes of 
the Western Conference fell on deaf 
ears today. 

Faculty representatives of the 
conference, after listening to an im- 


of | passioned plea by Prof. Robert L. 


Reynolds of the University of Wis- 
consin for adoption of the “Rey- 
nolds Plan,” rejected the proposal 
for a modified subsidization of ath- 
letes by a vote of 9 to 1. 

The faculty representatives turned 
down the suggestion because it 
would be a definite violation of Big 
Ten rules. Prof. Reynolds, 35-year- 
old teacher of history at Wiscon- 
sin, had proposed that athletes of 
high scholastic attainment he _ re- 
warded ‘with $400 yearly scholar- 
ships after attendance at a_ six- 
wéeks summer institute, provided 
they maintained suitable grades. 
He presented his plan in two parts, 
the first involving the $400 scholar- 
ships and the second proposing. the 
institute idea. 

Violation of Rule. — 

The faculty representatives 
agreed that the proposal would vio- 
late definitely this long-standing 
rule: 

“No scholarships, loans or remis- 
sions of tuition shall be awarded on 
the basis of athletic skill and no fi- 
nancial aid shall be given to stu- 
dents by individuals or organiza- 
tions, alumni or otherwise, with the 
purpose of subsidizing as athletes 
or promoting the athletic success 
of a particular university.” 

It was the opinion of the repre- 
sentatives that both sections of the 
Reynolds plan were undesirable. 
The only vote cast favorably was 
by Dr. William F. Lorenz, Wiscon- 
sin factulty representative. 

After turning down the plan, the 
faculty representatives tightened 
rules concerning football and loos- 
ened them as applied to baseball. 
They voted to stop the practice of 
inviting freshmen to report at the 
same time the varsity football can- 
didates report for grid practice Sept. 
10. They declared it was inconsist- 
ént with the freshmen spirit to or- 
ganize and arrange for freshmen 
football candidates to report for 
football training prior to the reg- 
ular registration of students as fixed 
by the regular institutional calen- 
dars. In some instances, they said, 
freshmen. were invited to college 
Sept. 10, at which time varsity 
members report, and football equip- 
ment was issued to them for im- 
mediate training. 

Baseball Bars Lowered. 

The bare in regard to summer 
baseball were let down with the an- 
nouncement that college students 
could particiapte in amateur games 
even where admission is charged, 
provided they played no more than 
three games a week and no more 
than 30 a season and only after 
they had obtained permission from 
their director of athletics and from 
their college baseball coach. The 
games, however, will be restricted 
to playing on teams participating \ 
in an organized community sports 
program. 

The Big Ten _ representatives 
moved to restore the compensation 
paid basketball and football officials 
to its former standard of $75 for 
each football game and $50 for each 

ketball contest. Previously foot- 
ball officials have received $60 and 
basketball coaches $40. 

The eligibility of two Illinois foot- 
ball players, Thomas Murphy and 
Dwight Roland was cleared. Mur- 
phy’s standing was jeopardized by 
playing on a basketball team out- 
side the university. Roland’s case 
involved playing in a softball game 
to which admissions was charged.

The 
bed of salt is used to steady the 
oyster, thereby holding the liquor 
in the shell. On each oyster 
sprinkle one-half teaspoon finely 
chopped green pepper and one- 
half teaspoon finely chopped pi- 
miento. Season with salt, a few 
grains of cayenne pepper and a 
dash of paprika. Then on top 
place a piece of sliced bacon which 
has been cut into,.one and one- 
half inch pieces. Broil under 
moderate flame until bacon is 
cooked and the edges of the oys- 
ters curl or shrivel slightly. Serve 
immediately and right in the pan 
in which the oysters were cooked. 
Clams may also be cooked the 
same way.

‘ AM AWARE of the fact that 
the average housewife has many 
cook books and hundreds of recipes 
to avoid monotony or sameness of 
food day by day. We were com- 
pelled to scour the four corners of 
the earth for foods that would pro- 
vide rare and fancy dishes to avoid 
repetition of menus, and in so far 
as I have some space.left, I can 
think of no better purpose to put 
it than tell you of a good lobster 
story told me by Augustus W. Mott 
of the Mott Iron Works. 

Mott was the guest of Wilson 
Marshall on board the two-masted 
schooner yacht Atlantic and while 
cruising off Rhode Island the yacht 
was left becalmed very close to a 
thicket of lobster pots. Mott asked 
his host if he could leave the yacht, 
taking the motor launch and two 
sailors. Marshall agreed to the re- 
quest and was astonished to see his 
guest direct the launch to a lobster 
pot buoy and order the crew to pull 
up the pot. This almost caused 
mutiny, as such an act is punish- 
able in dollars and jail. Neverthe- 
less, Mott had an idea and he in- 
tended to see it through. The pot 
was pulled up and six of the live- 
liest beauties were withdrawn. He 
then took his calling card and, with 
a piece of wire, wrapped it around 
a bottle of fine did bourbon, low- 
ered it in the pot and sailed away. 
A few weeks after he returned to 
his residence at 130th street and 
Fifth avenue, he received a letter 
postmarked Rhode Island. It read: 
“Dear Mr. Mott: Thanks. Call 
again.”

A peanut butter pie is bound to 
please even the most carping critic.

Pour mixture into 
a nine-inch pie tin which has been 
lined with chilled, uncooked pie 
crust. Cover with another pie tin, 
inverted, and bake in hot oven for 
10 minutes, then reduce heat from 
450 F. to 350 F. After 50 minutes 
remove cover and continue baking 
until silver knife inserted shows 
firm filling and slightly crisp top. 
Serve in small portions. 


Creamy Fudge 
Note: This fudge contains no but- 
ter or cream and if directions are 
followed explicitly, will never be- 


come granular. It will keep indef- 
initely in a pan in the icebox, main- 
taining its texture. It can be cut 
as needed. . 

Ingredients: 

Three cups granulated sugar 

Three squares baker’s chocolate 

One cup milk 

Method: Grate chocolate into the 
sugar, add milk and bring to a 
boil. Use egg beater and beat as it 
cooks until the mixture is smooth. 
Continue to cook until it will forma 
soft ball in cold water. Remove 
from fire and pour at once onto 
marble slab. (Any flat, cold non- 
absorbent surface will do, such as 
a porcelain table top.) Work with 
a spatula, smoothing out and piling 
it up until it becomes firm enough 
to work with the hands. Pat out 
into square pan and allow to be- 
come firm in icebox. Cut as wanted. 


OLD-FASHIONED DUTCH APPLE 
CAKE ‘IS A FAVORITE DESSERT 
WITH EVERYONE.

PPLES have the distinction of 
A reine not only the mogt demo- 

cratic but also the most aristo- 
cratic of fruits. They have been 
grown in numerous countries, cul- 
tivated by many races and eaten 
by all classes of society. Their line- 
age can be traced to dimmest an- 
tiquity. : 

But, notwithstanding the fact that 
apples were grown and eaten by 
the ancients, we still consider them 
one of our own native American 
fruits. 

American cookbooks are brimful 
of recipes calling for apples. Many 
of these recipes were published in 
very old cookbooks, but their pop- 
ularity with succeeding generations 
have made them an accepted Amer- 
ican dish; and they are featured 
with ‘equal prominence in our mod- 
ern cookbooks. 


‘ Fried Apples. 
Four medium-sized apples. 
Two tablespoons butter.

Three tablespoons brown sugar or 


white karo syrup. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 
One tablespoon boiling water. 
Wash and slice apples, but do not 
pare. Place butter in frying pan. 
When hot add apples, sugar, sea- 
sonings and boiling water. Cover 
and cook slowly for about 10 min- 
utes; remove cover and continue 
cooking until apples are tender and 
golden brown in color. Approximate 
yield: six portions. 


Glazed Apples. 

Four apples. 

Two cups granulated sugar. 

Two-thirds cup water. 

Wash, core and cut apples into 
eighths; place in shallow baking 
pan. Make a syrup of sugar and 
water and boil for 15 minutes. Pour 
syrup over apples, cover and cook 
slowly in moderately hot oven (375 
degrees F.) for 20 minutes or until 
apples are transparent. Just be- 
fore serving, pour several table- 
spoonfuls of syrup over apples. Ap- 
proximate yield: Six portions. , 

Candied apple rings are made by 
the same method used to prepare 
glazed apples except that the ap- 
ples are cored and cut crosswise.

Right Mental Attitude De- 
cides What Life Is to In- 
dividual.

66 HAT you said about hap- 
W piness recently has made 
me think a lot,” writes a 
woman, “and while I may not be 
able to cope with the question, I 
have decided one thing at least. It 
is plain enough that no one can be 
very happy for any length of time. 
“If one is selfish, he cannot be 
happy when he sees others more 
happy than himself; and if he is 
unselfish, he cannot be happy 
when he sees others less happy 
than he is. Still leas, if he sees 
others suffering. That is the crux 
of the matter as I see it. 


“Personally, I am of a happy 
and contented disposition, but when 
I see or hear of the troubles of oth- 
‘ers, or walk out on the street and 
meet a blind’ man with a white 
cane and a tin cup, or an old lady, 
dressed in tatters, trying to sell 
shoe-laces, whom I immediately 
picture in her youth as light-heart- 
ed and happy, can I possibly be 
happy?” . ‘ 

My reader puts a lot of wisdom 
in a few words. Happiness and un- 
happiness come and go, playing 
hide-and-seek in our lives. Neither 
stays very long, usually, and per- 
haps it is better so. If we were 
happy all the time, life would lose 
much of its meaning.

@ THE 1936 Christmas seal made 
its appearance Thanksgiving day 
when the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation launched its annual Christ- 
mas Seal sale. Although this is the 
thirtieth sale of penny Christmas 
seals, 36 varieties have been issued. 
There were two designs in 1907, four 
in 1913, and three this year. This 
year’s seal shows Santa Claus gone 
modern. \ 


Until 1919 the American Red 
Cross conducted the annual sale 
and its emblem was used on, the 
stamps. That year both the Red 
Cross and the double-barred cross 
of the Tubercwosis Association 
were on the stamp. Since 1920 the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
has held the saleSters. 


In 1903 Einar, -Holboll, a postal 
clerk in Denmark conceived’ the 
idea of a non-postage stamp for 
charity to be used in addition to 
regular postage on letters and pack- 
ages. A half-cent sticker was is- 
sued the next year and enough 
money was raised to start a sana- 
torium for tubercular Danish chil- 
dren. Later issues of these stamps 
came to the attention of Americans 
and the idea was’ adopted in the 
United States with great success. 

These stamps, while merely stick- 
ers of no value, are collected by 
philatelists to such an extent that 
they are listed in the Specialized 
Jnited States Catalogue, and the 
first one is valued by collectors at 
around two dollars.

How many times during 
the day does a mother of small 
children hear that question—and 
doesn’t know what to answer. For 
lack of something new to do, the 
blocks are brought out, the beads 
are restrung, and old magazine pic- 
tures are cut out once more. The 
little, restless hands are busy for 
a time, and then the same old ques- 
tion is asked: “What can I do now?” 
Children have energy, enthusiasm 
and considerable ability; and with 
a little help and the right tools, they 
can make many worthwhile play- 
things. They will welcome _ the 
chance to make wooden toys for 
their little friends, wrapping papers 
for all the family, and scrap. books 
for children who may be spending 
Christmas in ‘a hospital room, 
First of all, they will need a suit- 
able room where they can saw, 
paint, end cut out pictures without 
much interference. A,,, playroom, 
nursery,.attic or basement. may be 
turned into a worshop if there is 
good light; or if space is limited, 
a special corner of almost any room 
may be screened off for their pur- 
poses, 


Making wooden toys is a fascinat- 
ing occupation for children of all 
ages. Even sawing a straight line 
will keep the little five-year-olds 
interested and busy; and when they 
find that they can follow a _ line 
which will eventually turn into an 
elephant or a camel, their enthu- 
siasm knows no bounds. 

It is important to choose toy de- 
signs of simple outline; use soft 
wood (pine or white wood) about 
\%-inch in thickness; and a coping 
saw with a medium coarse blade.

There are three kinds of decora- 
tive papers that children enjoy 
making—marbleized, crackled and 
block printed. They are all simple 
to make, 


The marbleized paper is the type 
used for the end papers of old man- 
mscripts. Marbling paper is an old 
craft that has never lost its charm. 
The paper used may vary from the 
cheapest to the finest of drawing 
papers. For children who. will 
make many sheets of it, the cheap- 
est is unprinted newspaper, which 
may be purchased in rolls of 100 
or 200 sheets. . This, by the way, is 
the kind of paper for children to 
use when they paint on easles, with 
large brushes and jars of- paint. 


Buy a few tubes of oil paint. Thin 
a little of two or three colors with 
oil, in separate dishes, until the 
point is fairly thin. Next, fill a 
large,’ rectangular pan with. water, 
Float these oil colors over the sur- 
face of the water to get the swirl- 
ing effects we sometimes see on oily 
water. It may be necessary to stir 
the water slightly or blow on it. 

Now lay a piece of paper on the 
surface of the water. The swirling 
design will be deposited upon it. 
Try different combinations of col- 
ors and spot in a little gold if you 


esting and varied that children will 
want ta make papers for many dif- 
ferent uses. 

Crackled paper is nothing more 
than a sheet of waxed paper (the 
ordinary kitchen variety) carefully 
crushed in the hands to get a fine 
weblike pattern through it. Dip 
a sponge or soft cloth into a com- 
bination of oil paint and turpentine 
and rub it over the surface of the 
paper. The color will deposit itself 
in the cracks of the paper and 
make an interesting crackled de- 
sign.

MORE advanced step, of this 
craft is to take a square or rec-

merse in a strong; cold, dye bath.

children, stick printing is advisable. 
Ltitle, wooden blocks are cut in the 
shape of diamonds, squares, circles, 
triangles, stars, etc, and then 
pressed on a saturated pad of color. 
Then they are stamped on paper 
in various combinations. 

One very simple way to make the 
blocks is to cut them from a raw 
potato with a sharp knife. These 
little potato blocks are pressed into 
poster paint and stamped on the pa- 
per. With a little practice the right 
consistency of paint will be found. 
Cellophane makes an interesting 
background for these prints, also. 

A child who enjoys cutting and 
saving pictures from magazines will 
like to make a scrap book, The 
cover of the book is made of oil 
cloth; the inside pages of cambric 
or starched, thin cotton. The edges 
of the cover and pages are pinked 
on the sewing machine. The whole 
is bound together with yarn or 
heavy mercerized thread. 


The pictures, in a miscellaneous 
assortment, or separated into spe- 
cial kinds (animals, children, boats, 
ete.) are carefully pasted to the 
cambric.

Canned Foods 
Reflect Drouth 


Crops ‘Far Below Those of 
1935, Home Economics 
Workers Point Out. 


SLIGHTLY changed vegetable 
diet from that which families 
have been accustomed to is in 
prospect this year mainly as a re- 
sult of the drouth, it is pointed out 
by home economics workers of the 
College of Agriculture, University 


of Illinois. * 

Homemakers who will have to 
supplement cellar stores with com- 
mercially canned foods may. find 
themselves doing a _ right-about- 
face, and using foods formerly only 
onthe “company” list. 

While no radical departures will 
be made from the usual routine of 
garden vegetables, wise housewives 
will put more nickels into lima 
beans and the prized asparagus, to- 
matoes and tomato juice, it is said. 
A 15 per cent increase is seen in 
canned supplies of these crops, 
while the ordinary meal stand-bys, 
peas, corn and sauerkraut, sail 


| down in quantity and up in price. 
'The current packs of these three 


vegetables are down one-third, ac- 
cording to reports received by the 
college from the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. : 
Spinach and beets, while not turn- 
ing up missing, are also on the mod- 
erately reduced list. String beans 
show a minor decline in quantity, 
DROUTH TAKES the prime re-

Intelligence 
' Tests Aren't 
Always True 


They Give Only a Faint 
Glimpse. of Child, Patri 
Writes. 


By Angelo Patri 


NTELLIGENCE tests, achieve- 

ment tests, all the tests that are 

so fashionable today, are useful 
tools for the teacher’s use. They are 
not the actual child, nor the actual 
state of the child. They are but 
the faint glimpse of some phase of 
that child at a special hour, in a 
special circumstance. He may be 
that child again, and he may never 
be. Tests, to be anywhere near 
accurate and useful in judging a 
child’s ability or lack of it, his 
powers and his weaknesses, or their 
absence, must be given by experts, 
and repeated over a period of time, 
before their results are in any de- 
gree dependable. And then, one 
must remember, they show’ only a 
part of a phase of the child. 

There is always a side of the 
child that a test does not reach. 
That is the actual child—that hid- 
den, intangible being who eludes 
all effort to fix him and-draft his 
pattern upon him. Nobody ever 
sees the real child. Nobody ever 
knows his actual strength, ability 
and possibilities. These are hidden 
from any investigator, even from 
the child himself. 


—-0-0-—— ( 
THIS IS why the child with the 
high 1.Q., fails and the one with 
the ordinary one, succeeds, at 
times, and so upsets the scheme of 


education and training provided 
for them. The test that gave > the 
children their standing did not 
touch some hidden quality in each. 
But that quality was so strong that 
it influenced all that the child did, 
and the results showed in the fail- 
ure of one who was expected to 
succeed, and the success of one who 
was expected to fail. 

Tests are informative, but they 
ought not to be absolute. Experi- 
ence with the children at work, 
ought to count as much because 
any test is always open to proof, 
and the proof is shown in what the 
child does to verify or disprove the 
findings. If a child with a low 
1.Q., gets high marks in_ school 
work with regularity and ease, his 
intelligence is unquestioned re- 
gardless of the marks for the test. 
Teachers accept this and proceed 
accordingly. 

The trouble comes when the 
teacher or parent is shocked by the 
poor showing of a high 1.Q. pupil. 
“You have the finest , intelligence 
in the class,” says the mother. 
“Why don’t you do the finest work? 
You could, if you woulg, make me 
the proudest mother in town, but 
instead you disgrace me. Why do 
you behave like this? Why don’t 
you work?” The child can say only, 
“I do the best I can.” 


THE TEACHER, anxious to hold 
to the strength of the child if it is 
possible, tries again and again to 
bring him up to the standard of the 
I.Q. When she fails repeatedly she 
knows that the fundamental quali- 
ties of the child are making them- 
selves felt, and sets about helping 
him adjust himself to them. 

If parents would accept the LQ., 
for what it is, a tentative sugges- 
tive, rating of a phase of a child, 
and not demand that a child live 
up to’'the highest rating he can 
receive, it would help a good many 
worthy children who are

Wartime Premier Says Facts Vindicate British 
General Who Was Recalled “tte open 
Quentin Defeat in 1918, 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 5. — Eighteen 
years after he had been deposed 
following the Allied retreat of 
March, 1918, Gen. Sir Hubert 
Gough, commander of the Fifth 
(British) Army, has been publicly 
vindicated by war-time Prime Min- 
ister David Lloyd George. 

“I need hardly say that the facts 
which have come to my knowledge 
since the war have completely 
changed my mind as to the respon- 
sibility for that defeat,” the former | 
Premier wrote the General. “You 
were completely let down, and no 
General could have won that battle 
under the conditions in which you 
were placed.” 

Said Gen. Gough: “I have been 
through hell in the past 18 years, 
I was deeply wounded at the time 
of my dismissal but I am very 
grateful to Mr. Lioyd George for 
exonerating me, following upon 
Mr. Churchill, the late Lord Bir-

Gen. Gough himself has* never 
complained of the slur that was 
cast upon him, firmly believing that 
one day his miiltary Jp eeroreneg 
would be restored. 

“It has come belatedly,” he said, 
“but that doesn’t make the relief 
any less tremendous. Tremendous, 
that’s the word. To be told that I 
had blundered was _a_ shattering 
blow. It robbed me of the personal 
joy I gained from other awards.” 

(Gen, Sir Hubert Gough had been 
held responsible by the British Gov- 
ernment for a share of the March, 
1918, defeat at St. Quentin on the 
Somme. For eight days his Fifth 
Army, 12 British divisions, defied 
an ‘enemy force of 42 divisions 
on a front of 42 miles. When 
the Germans broke through his in- 
ferior forces and the line ‘of the 
Somme :was lost to the Allies, the

Village in Michigan 
project Includes $2,000,000 Saw Mill, 

Lake Homes and Farms for 30 
Families. 

A model farm-industrial village 
will be built in the forest near 
yAnse, Mich., as a part of Henry 
Ford’s back-to-the-land movement, 
when re-location of a section of 
vy. 8. Highway 41 is completed, 

Tentative plans call for the ex- 
penditure of $2,000,000 on a saw- 
mill, which already is in opera- 
tion; homes and farms for 30 
families and a lake to be fed by 
Plumbago Creek. The village will 
be on the banks of the creek. 

Ford has contributed steam 
shovels and tractors to speed the 
relocation of the highway, which 
is being carried out as a WPA 
project for the state highway de- 
partment. 

Residents of the village, to be 
named Woodlawn, will be chosen 
from Ford employes in L’Anse, Pe- 
quaming and other Upper Penin- 
sula towns where the Ford Motor 
Co. has vast. lumbering interests. 
Each will be given an opportunity 
to purchase 350 acres, partly 
cleared, on a rental basis. 

In the summer the men will 
farm their cleared land to sup- 
plement their wages. The remain- 
der of the year, they will cut logs 
and convert them into lumber in 
the mill, which has a capacity ‘of 
about 40,000 board feet daily. 

The town site is not far from 
the Huron Mountain retreat, where 
Mr. and Mrs. Ford spend several 
weeks each summer. Ford was al- 
most a daily visitor at the village 
location when at the camp this 
summer.« He was present for the 
first operations of the mill in Au- 

st. 

The plans call for landscaping the 
shores of the lake that eventually 
is to be created on what is now 
swamp land between the home sites 
and the mill. The lake will be 
formed by damming Plumbago 
Creek, both for beautification and 
to provide power. 

Ford has’ established several 
farm-industrial communities in 
Southern Michigan, but this is his 
first large-scale development of 
the kind in the Upper Peninsula.

CommissionerConnors Tells 
Council City’s Difficul- 
ties, Serious in ‘1933, Are | 
Being Adjusted. 


Restoration of sound condition 
of the municipal finances and credit 
of East St. Louis, which was in 
desperate straits in 1933, has been 
reported to the City Council by 
John T. Connors, Commissioner of 
Finance. rere 

He attributed reduction oe the 
city’s debt and improvement of its 
financial standing generally to 
three principal. factors—adoption 
of a budget, beginning in 1934, 
which sharply curtailed expendi- 
tures under direct control of the 
Council and which set aside size- 
able sums for retirement of debts; 
large increase in,revenue from 
liquor licenses, and some increase 
in tax collections. 

If the city adhered to the budget 
system, Connors declared, it would 
be entirely on a cash basis by 1939. 

Debts of the city have been re- 
duced 50 per cent, employes, with 
their wages fully restored to for- 
mer levels, are paid regularly each 
month, and municipal credit is good 
enough to enable the city to ob- 
tain a 1 per cent reduction in in- 
terest on its tax anticipation war- 
rants. 

In contrast, three years ago the 
city was bogged in a financial mo- 
rass, with its credit in jeopardy 
and its employes on reduced sal- 
aries and often unpaid for long 
periods. 

City’s Credit.Once. Imperiled.

MACHINES CROWDING OUT MINERS 


Shorter Hours at Same Pay Union’s Stopgap Solution 


Since Turn of Century Individ- 
ual Daily Output Has Risen 
From 3.5 to 8 Tons, While 
Number Employed Has Di- 


minished Proportionately. 


With Only 5 Pet. of Available 
Coal in State Tapped, Work- 
ing Days Average Only 112 
and Top Earnings Possible in 
Pits Are Estimated at $1050

by the displacement of man power by ma- 

chinery, is illustrated strikingly by the 
status of the coal industry in Illinois, which 
probably will attain a production of 50,000,000 
tons this year, the largest in six years. 

Yet labor, as represented by the miner, 
has failed to profit proportionately. Daily 
production per man continues to increase and 
there is a resultant decrease in the number of 
men employed in comparison with total out- 
put. One mechanical loader displaces men 
at a ratio of 3 to 1 and the number of job- 
less workers, whose fathers and grandfathers 
were miners before them, is on the increase, 
with chances of ever getting a job in the 
mines lessening daily. 

Since the turn of the century individual 
daily production has increased from 3.5 tons 
to more than eight tons while the number of 
men at work has consistently diminished as 
compared with production. In 1900, long 
before the introduction of machines, it took 
about 40,000 men to produce a little more 
than half the coal that 50,000 men-will pro- 
duce this year—and they worked 70 more 
days and more hours a day doing it. There 
are about 10,000 more men at work, but 
they are working fewer days and producing 
nearly as much coal as 80,000 men could 
produce under the methods in use in that 
era.

How Machinery Swells 


Production in the Mines. 


Examination of the production of shipping 
mines of Illinois representing 90 per cent of 
the total tonnage produced and embracing 
both shaft and strip mines, shows that 32,- 
000 men will produce about 45,000,000 tons 
this year while the same number produced 
about 40,600,000 last year. Yet working 
hours are virtually the same while produc- 
tion per man continues to mount. Last year, 
taking all mines in the State into account, in- 
cluding small non-mechanized local 
representing but 10 per cent of the aggre- 
gate production, the average miner produced 
8.2 tons a day and his production this year 
will be higher. 

But the average number of days worked 
was only 112 and this will not be materially 
altered this year, figures compiled by the De- 
partment of Mines and Minerals of the State 
of Illinois indicate. The number of mines 
operated, 1350, is approximately the same. 

From 1882 until 1886 daily production 
per man averaged two or three tons, while 
the number of days worked each year ranged 
from 204 to 172. 4 | 

By 1907 daily production averages had 
reached four tons, with working days re- 
maining about the same. In 1916, a five-ton 
average was attained and in. 1928 it was 7.8 
tons with the number of days worked de- 
creasing, falling to about 150. 

Since 1929, with mechanism in the shaft 
mines coming to the fore and improved me- 
chanism at the strip mines, working days 
have never exceeded 122 while daily .indi- 
vidual production increased from 6.6 in 1933 
to 6.9 in 1934 and 8.2 last year. 


Efforts to Spread Work 
Fail to Give Jobs to All. 


It may be observed, too, that in consider- 
ing working conditions the number of days 
worked by men in non-mechanized mines is 
affected by the competition of the mechanized 
mines. 

All sorts of work-staggering systems have 
been adopted by operators to endeavor to 
spread the work among the army of appli- 
cants, but still, it is estimated, there are four 
men for every job. The seven-hour day, as 
compared with the old 10-hour day, is already 
here and labor leaders now are calling for a 
six-hour day and five-day week, envisaging 
a future when it may be necessary to strive 
for an even shorter working day. 

As recently as 1928, when mechanism in

factor, 65,500 men employed in 850 mines 
dug 56,000,000 tons of coal, worked 132 days 
and maintained an individual daily average 
of 6.5 tons, 


Tendency Is Toward 
100 Pct. Mechanization. 


Since that time the progressive develop- 
ment of mechanism with the consequent dis- 
placement. of man power is shown in the pro- 
duction records, reflecting an increasing’ tend- 
ency toward 100 per cent mechanization rather 
than for the use of both mechanical loaders 
and hand loading as at first. 

In 1928, only 17 mines were entirely me- 
chanized and but 37 mines partly mechanized. 
These 54 mines, using 992 machines, loaded 
6,742,000 tons. Fifteen strip mines account- 
ed for another 4,240,000 tons while hand load- 
ing in 137 non-mechanized mines produced 
43,290,000 tons. 

In that year, 79.8 per cent of the total out- 
put was loaded by hand, only 12.4 per cent by 
machinery in deep mines and 7.8 per cent in 
strip mines which always haye used some 
sort of machine to cut away the surface. But 
last year 50 per cent of the State’s coal pro- 
duction was loaded by machines. Hand-load- 
ing dropped to 32 per cent and strip mine 
production rose to 18 per cent, Thirty-three 
mines used machinery entirely and 21 mines 
were partly mechanized. 

It should be observed that working condi- 
tions vary in different mines and that fluc- 
tuations in the last few years in the number 
of machines used, are based partly on in- 
creased efficiency of certain types. 


Output Up 22 Per Cent, 


Working Force the Same. 


During the first 10 months of this year the 
production of shipping mines ran 4,000,000 
tons ahead of production over a similar peri- 
od last year, an increase of nearly 22 per cent 
for that period on a five-year average. Yet 
virtually no more men were employed this 
year than last, while their working hours de- 
creased. 

So efficient are the machines that a big 
mechanical loader in a shaft mine can easily 
handle 400 tons a day. Manned by a crew 
of 14 men, ineluding the motorman, it can 
perform the work of 52 hand diggers. 

Efficiency of the loading machines is il- 
lustrated in one mine which produced about 
457,000 tons last year, and worked 159 days. 
Thirteen loading ‘machines 
tons. Nineteen conveyors loaded about 85,000 
tons. Ten men, employed as hand loaders, 
loaded about 14,000 tons. 

Mechanical undercutting devices have also 
displaced labor. Some of these machines 
which rip the coal from the seam ready for 
the loader produce as muck in a day as 28 
men could undercut before their advent. 

Another machine, in use in some _ shaft 
mines, is the conveyor, which automatically 
conveys the coal to the cars. Men load it by 
hand but it serves to displace men at a ratio 
of 2 to 1, : 

Demand for Jobs 

And the Apprentice System. 

So great is the demand for jobs, as more 
and more men are displaced, that an unusual 
problem has been created in some of the 
mines which still use hand methods. Young 
men and unskilled men, some of them born 
in mining communities and attempting to en- 
ter an already overcrowded field, are often 
accepted as apprentices against the better 
judgment of both operators and miners. But, 
as one elderly miner told the writer: “It’s

loaded 357,000. 


human nature to try to give a man who needs 
work and wants to work a job.’ So over- 
crowded conditions exist in certain mines. Ap- 
prentices work under the supervision of min- 
ers and after two years may appear before 
an examining board to seek certificates of 
qualification as full fledged miners, The ap- 
prentices, however, an undetermined number, 
are included in the roster of men working. 

As for strip mining, where coal is gath- 
ered near the surface at the outcroppings of 
coal seams, it has developed steadily since 
1866 when a firm attempted it near Danville, 
using hand shovels and teams and scrapers. 

By 1890, mechanical drag lines were in 
use and now steam and electrically powered 
shovels, some handling 32 cubic yards at a 
time, are employed, necessitating fewer men. 
One mine last year, using such methods and 
employing 324 men, produced more than l,- 
000,000 tons. 

As has been mentioned, methods of divid- 
ing the working time have been employed in 
many mines. but there still is not enough 
work to go around and from present indica- 
tions there never will be unless fewer men 
look to the mines for a livelihood. Some 
miners are trying to operate mines, which 
have fallen foul of financial difficulties, on a 
co-operative basis. 


Shorter Hours at Same 


Pay Labor’s Only Suggestion. 

Although 4,000,000 \more tons were pro- 
duced last year than the year before, work- 
ing time showed a decrease of 8.2 per cent 
and a further decrease is indicated this year, 
although production is even higher. 

Shorter days at the same pay is the only 
solution offered thus far by labor leaders, 
who concede that such methods in view of 
the number of applicants for jobs and fur- 
ther use of machines are only stopgaps. 

Ray Edmundson, president of the State 
organization of the United Mine Workers of 
America, told the writer that the five-day 
week and six-hour day would be necessary to 
take up the slack while he was inclined to 
the opinion that a four-day week might be 
necessary eventually. 

William Keck, president of the rival Pro- 
gressive Miners of America union, advocated 
four-hour shifts, two each day and said that 
the Government should take ‘‘strip mines out 
of production,’”’ just as has been done with 
corn and wheat acreage. Such mines, Keck 
said, lay waste thousands of acres and pro- 
duce tonnage with a minimum of labor. 

A middle-aged miner, who has worked in 
the mines since boyhood, Joseph Picek, chair- 
man of the legislative committee for the 
Progressives, told the writer frankly that un- 
der present conditions the future of the min- 
er is so dark that young men entering the 
mines “are like drowning men clutching at 
straws.” | 


Top Pay of Miner Estimated 
At Only $1050 a Year. 

Picek, as well as other miners, estimated 
that under the most favorable existing con- 
ditions a miner: coud not obtain enough 
work to earn more than about $1050 a year. 
It was estimated that a steady worker would 
be fortunate to earn between. $800 and ce” 
a year. 

Some miners, it may be observed, turn to 
farming and other pursuits part of the time 
‘while athers, who appear unable to entertain 
any idea of doing anything but mining, at-

Sought A. F. of L. Charter. 


A charter for an industrial 
union to include farm workers, 
cannery wor<ers and packing 
house employes was -vhat agricul- 
tural workers sought to obtain 
from the recent convention of the 
American Federation of Labor at 
Tampa, Fla. Ten delegates at the 
convention represented agricul- 
tural unions. But they are unions 
of the Federal type, reporting di- 
rectly to the Federation and with 
far less autonomy than unions 
that have international ‘charters. 

What is more, the international 
unions pay only one cent a mem- 
ber each month into the Federa- 
tion treasury, while the Federal 
unions pay dues to the A. F. of 
L. at the rate of 35 cents a mem- 
ber each month. And, equally im- 
portant, the international unions 
are able to muster proportionate- 
ly greater voting strength and 
therefore to wield a far more de- 
cisive influence in the affairs of 
the Federation. 

Demand for the international 
charter came from groups in va- 
rious parts of the country but par- 
ticularly from the West Coast, 
where agricultural workers have 
during the last few years engaged 
in bitter struggles for the right 
to organize. The California State 
Federation of Labor at its last 
convention called for an interna- 
tional charter in the agricultural 
field and also voted a one cent 
tax on all union members {o be 
used to pay organizers in rural 
areas. 


“Coolie Wages”? Denounced. 

A resolution introduced by @ 
California delegate to the conven- 
tion declared that: 

“The agricultural field farm 
workers and cannery workers 
throughout the entire country, 
and particularly the 250;000 
workers in the State of California, 
are the most oppressed and ex- 
ploited workers. The yearly at- 
tempts of these workers to com- 
bat vicious living conditions and 
coolie wages have resulted in 
‘much political strife with many 
innocent workers being jailed, in- 
jured and killed.”’ 

In the celery and citrus areas 
‘of California, in the onion fields 
of Ohio, in Arkansas and Ala- 
bama organizers have worked un- 
der almost overwhelming handi- 
caps, including the threat of vio- 
lence. Because of this threat the 
movement in Alabama is said to 
be largely underground. Having 
brought about a certain degree 
of organization under difficult 
conditions, agricultural workers 
feel very strongly that they are 
entitled not only to recognition 
but to a helping hand from the 
Federation.

It makes 
it impossible for us to organize 
unions and expect them to pay 35 
cents per capita tax to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. As @ 
result, in order to Freep our mem- 
bership, we have to pay the Exe 
ecutive Council on far fewer 
membership than we have in the 
field. 


Helping Hand Asked For. 


“And yet out of &6 interna 
tional unions represented at this 
convention 33 have a smaller 
membership than the Federal lo- 
cal unions covering the agricul- 
tural, cannery and packing house 
field, now affiltated with the -A, 
F. of L. We came to this con- 
vention, not asking for material 
aid, not asking for financial aid, 
but for the removal of certain 
restrictions and obstacles which 
make it impossible for us to ore 
ganize the agricultural workers 
under the Federal local form. 
“We also have the jurisdic. 
tional problem and that is why 
we ask for jurisdiction over all 
field workers working | in the 
field. They work for a couple 
of months in the field, then they 
go into the sheds for a couple of 
months, and then go into the 
canneries for a couple of months, 
and we say unless such a broad 
charter is granted our members 
will have to join two or three in- 
ternational. unions to protect 
themselves.” 

Marcella Ryan, delegate from a 
California cannery workers’ 
union, pointed to extremely low 
wage levels in the canning in- 
dustry and to widespread evasion 
of state minimum wage and eight- 
hour day laws. Laws were evad. 
ed, Miss Ryan said, on the excuse 
that the commodities handled 
are perishable and therefore the 
canners are not subject to the 
laws. 

Children in Canneries. 

“Since the most a cannery 
worker can make throughout the 
year in California is $600,” she 
said, “it makes it necessary for 
the children of cannery workers 
to enter th: industry anywhere 
from the age Of 12 to 16 and suf- 
fer the same privations as adult 
workers. Many Government in- 
vestigations have been made in 
this industry in California and to 
date no adequate adjustments 
have been made.”

DOUBLE TAXATION. 
The problem of overlapping taxation {s: one that 
continues to trouble officials and citizens who are 
concerned about economy and efficiency in govern- 
ment.

So difficult is it 
to obtain exact facts in this field that the Treasury 
warns that its figures should not be accepted as 
official, but merely as “data believed to present a 
substantially correct view of the situation.” The 
figures, covering six important varieties of tax, fol- 
low:

Tax evasion and bootlegging of the taxed products 
are results of duplicate taxation. If the tax set-up 
were simplified by the Government abandoning cer- 
tain fields to the states, and vice versa, administra- 
tive costs would be reduced, the tax burden would 
be lightened and the incentive to tax evasion would 
grow less. 

This is a problem for the serious consideration of 
the next Congress, which convenes next month. In 
a time when the cost of government causes growing 
concern, when there is widespread demand for the 
balancing of both national and state budgets, here is 
a field for possible economy without: reduction of 
any useful governmental functions. Washington and 
the state capitals too long have been “stepping on 
each other’s toes,” to use Mr. Roosevelt’s phrase, It 
ig time to recast the whole scheme of taxation. 
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NOT THE ONLY ONE. 

A deserved tribute was paid to the memory of Elijah

Maintenance of Peace, is the man who 
more than any other, save the President 
himself, not only represents but in great 
measure embodies and has been the maker 
of the foreign policies which the people have 
indorsed. Cordell Hull is, and presumably 
will continue to be, the heart and brains of 
the administration in this field. He is not 
and never has been a mere catspaw for other 
men’s ideas, More than any other Secretary 
of State in recent times, save perhaps Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, he is a crusader for 
world peace and good understanding. It is 
the cause nearest to his heart. 

All this said and true, it were a cardinal 
mistake to think of Cordell Hull as a senti- 
mental pacifist. For one thing, he raised a 
company of Tennessee mountaineers for the 
Spanish-American War-—there was never 
any question about who would be Captain— 
even if it did get to aes too late to smell 
any powder. 

And anybody who, even at this late day, 
when he is 65 and white-haired, picks him 
up as any sort of mollycoddie will burn his 
fingers. Down among the Pickett County 
mountaineers, where he has lived all his 
life, there are stories of physical proweas, of 
dour courage, of conflicts with bare hands, 
of which young Hull was hero. He never 
told them himself; I heard some of them 
from his colleagues, when he was new in 
Congress 30 years ago. 

It were a mistake, too, to think of him 
as a Southerner; he belongs rather to the 
West—the pioneer, trail-blazing,. ax-skilled 
and rifle-expert tradition of Daniel Boone. 
Yes, and of Abraham Lincoln.

There have been American delegations to 
international conferences nominally in the 
interest of peace and disarmament, military 
and economic, who went more or less with 
tongue in cheek; anything but sympathetic 
toward their errand; to say nothing of camp 
followers openly and mischievously hostile.

LITTLE girl named Crystal clung to the 

hand of her father, Sir Henry Buckland, 
general manager of the Crystal Palace, as 
they watched, with tears in their eyes, the 
burning of the most celebrated entertain- 
ment center in Europe. Generations of other 
children, of all ages, in all countries, will 
drop a tear at the fall of the shining dome 
and the interminable arcades of that glass 
walled world of pageant and pantomimsg 
carnivals and great fairs. 

Something of their own childhood is lost 
in the ruins. The Crystal Palace was a place 
to go on Christmas holidays, out of the sak 
low blur of the London fog and into the 
blaze of fantasy and fairy tale, solidly sup- 
ported by pork pies, crumpets and butter 
toffee. 

The steel-and-glass miracle of the mid- 
nineteenth century, the Crystal Palace was 
the lordly pleasure house of Kublai Khan 
as early Victorians imagined it. It was 
fitting that it should go up at last in smoke, 
making such a bonfire as has not been seen 
since the Great Fire of London in 1666, 
Perhaps it is fitting that it should go now.

Director of Streets and Sewers 
Frank J. McDevitt, a mechanical en- 
gineer familiar with heating plants, 
has been instructed by the Mayor 
to prepare recommendations for 
smoke abatement to supplement a 
recent report by Osborn Monnett, 
Chicago consulting engineer. In the) 
past McDevitt has advocated estab- 
lishment of central heating plants 
to distribute heat to domestic and 
commercial customers just as gas 
and electricity are circulated 
through the city. 

Report Not Made Public. 

Monnett’s report was submitted 
to the Mayor about three weeks ago, 
but was not made public. Dick- 
mann said yesterday that, in his 
opinion, the report required supple- 
mentary recommendations such as 
would be provided by McDevitt. 

Employment of Monnett was by 
ordinance authority. He told re- 
porters when here that St. Louis 
was naturally dependent on Illinois 
soft coal for fuel, but expressed be- 
lief that it could be burned smoke- 
lessly by use of proper equipment. 
While he did not commit himself, 
he indicated that general use of 
automatic stokers to reduce smoke 
from combustion of soft’ coal might 
be the solution. 

He came here Sept. 15 and was 
aided in his inquiry by city inspec- 
tors. At the start of his work he 
announced the intention of studying 
the general situation, rather than 
spending time on details, and of 
making recommendations along en- 
gineering lines, with a view to ob- 
taining results over a period of 
years. Addressing a Chamber of 
Commerce. meeting early in October 
he declared the smoke. problem 
could be solved and blamed com- 
paratively small heating units and 
large apartments for most of the 
smoke nuisance. He was sure _in- 
dustrial smoke could be abated also. 

Monnett’s Record. 

Monnett, who has been in com- 
busion engineering since 1910, was 
Chicago’s chief smoke inspector for 
four years and consulting fuel en- 
gineer for the United States Bureau 
of Mines for 10 \years, and has 
worked on smoke abatement. in 
cities throughout the country. 

Under existing ordinance author- 
ity, smoke abatement here has been 
in the hands of the Assistant Com- 
missioner of Smoke, Boiler and Ele- 
vator Inspection, who has 12 | in- 
spectors. Generally only one or 
two of the inspectors have been as- 
signed to the smoke problem, 


FRENCH MARRIED WOMEN 
CLAMOR FOR NEW RIGHTS 


Under Law They Need Husband's 
Permit to Run a Business, 
Have Bank Account,

PARIS, Dec. 5.—Feminists have 
launched a campaign to free the 
French married woman from _ the 
restrictions imposed on her by 
French law. 

French women in general have 
no vote, but the French married 
woman has practically no legal 
rights whatsoever, 

Her signature is not valid on any 
legal document. Without her hus- 
band’s authorization she cannot 
run a business, rent an apartment, 
have a bank account, get a pass- 
ag or take out insurance on her 

e. 

A married actress, for example, 
must have her husband's authoriza- 
tion before she makes any engage- 
ment. He can, if he chooses, for- 
bid her appearante in a particular 
scene which he does not like. 

Evidence of a wife's unfaithful- 
ness is a legal ground for divorce, 
but the wife can obtain a divorce 
against her husband's wishes only 
if it can be proved that he was 
unfaithful in their own home. 

Mme. Kraemer Black, French 
lawyer and one of the leaders in 
the campaign for legal rights for 
married women, said that “children 
and idiots have more legal rights 
under English law than sane mar-

the operators is affected by other 
influences than mechanization. The 
miners must share in the battles of 
the industry as a whole and the coal 
industry in Illinois is fighting con- 
stantly to hold its market, Not only 
is it faced by competitive forms of 
energy, such as gas,’oil and water 
power which have come_ steadily 
to the fore in the last 10 years, but 
is struggling against competition 
of bituminous coal from Indiana 
and Western Kentucky. 
Cut-Throat Competition to Meet 
Constant Expense. 

The coal industry is not a normal 
barometer of changing economic 
conditions. It is a specialized in- 
dustry, confronted by conditions 
peculiar to itself. During the depths 
of the depression, for instance, 
some producers of cheaper grades 
of Illinois soft coal -were relieved 
somewhat from the competition of 
other fuels: Even the drouth, with 
the consequent lowering of the 
rivers, forced some industries to 
turn to coal instead of water power. 

The coal operator must stick to 
his last. His plant, unlike many in- 
dustrial factories, cannot be turned 
to another use when a market for 
one product slackens. A coal mine 
is a coal mine. Even in slack times 
there is a constant maintenance 
cost. 

The temptation to sell coal at cost 
to meet this constant expense ig al- 
most irresistible, resulting in cut- 
throat competition and a further 
check on the economic advance- 
ment of labor. 

The very development of mechan- 
ism in mines by operators able to 
finance the initial outlay required 
for such labor-saving devices, has 
added to the keenness of the com- 
petitive conditions in the industry. 


Small operators, unable to afford’ 


machinery, attempt to sell their 
comparatively small production at 
lower rates. Thus the Illinois op- 
erator today, with only 5 per cent 
of the available coal tapped, is 
struggling to maintain the industry 
while modern miners are facing a 
future bare of opportunity to work.

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resolution called upon the A. F. of 
L. to take immediate steps to end 
this discrimination. Adoption of 
the resolution represented a dras- 
tic reversal of policy. It means 
that for the first time the Federa- 
tion will include rural workers in 
the demands it makes on Congress 
and state legislatures. Partly re- 
sponsible for this change of policy 
was a report submitted to the com- 
mittee by the 10 agricultural dele- 
gates, 

This report showed that almost 
without exception every state and 
Federal law governing hours of 
work, conditions of labor, social se- 
curity, women and children in in- 
dustry make an explicit exception 
of agricultural labor. The NRA, 
the AAA, the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Act, the Social. Security Act, 
the proposed Black-Connery 30-hour 
week bill, all exempt farm work- 
ers. 

“It is obvious,” the report said 
in conclusion, “that America’s 3,- 
000,000 agricultural workers, their 
families and dependents are the 
most neglected and ignored class of 
working people in existing Federal 
and state social legislation. This 
negleet by our law-making bodies 
is largely due to two things: 

“1. Lack of effective and perma- 
nent trade union organization 
among this large group of workers 
that would exert pressure on Con- 
gress and the Legislatures for legis- 
lation. 

“2. The effective organization of 
large-scale employer farmers who 
maintain lobbies in Congress and 
the Legislatures and who are di- 
rectly responsible for the universal 
exemption of agricultural labor 
from all benefits of social legisla- 
tion.” 

Farm Workers Barred. 

In preparing the report the laws 
of 31 states were studied. Twenty- 
nine of these states had laws gov- 
erning child labor and of this num- 
ber 24 specifically exempted or 
omitted children engaged in agri- 
culture. “In many of these states 
it is the organized opposition of the 
employer farmers that is withhold- 
ing indorsement of the child labor 
amendment to the Constitution.” 

A similar situation exists respect- 
ing workmen’s compensation laws. 
Of 28 states having such laws, 26 
specifically exclude agricultural 
workers. Twenty-two out of 25 
states having laws governing con- 
ditions of labor for women exempt 
women in agriculture. 

“Most of these laws,” says the re- 
port, “enumerate the nature of the 
work to which the laws shall ap- 
ply. In nearly all of these enumera- 
tions, agriculture, or the processing 
of agricultural products is omit- 
ted.” 

State laws governing wage pay- 
ments exempt farm laborers and 
cannery workers. So do State laws 
providing a legal day’s work and 
laws stipulating safety require- 
ments. The exclusion from recent 
Federal law is just as pointed, the 
report makes clear, taking the AAA 
as an example. 

Lost Jobs Under AAA. 

“The AAA refused to include 
agricultural workers under ita 
benefit program because such in- 
clusion ‘might disturb the tradi- 
tional tranquility and peaceful re- 
lationships of our farming terri- 
tories.’ Instead the AAA reduction 
program resulted in throwing many 
hundreds of thousands of farm 
workers out of jobs.”

Organized Farm Workers. 

It ts difficult or impossible to es- 
timate the number of organized 
farm workers. There are more 
than 50 Federal unions affiliated 
with the A. F. of L., the largest 
being the Fruit and Vegetable 
Workers’ Union of California with 
& membership of more than 5000, 
Besides the agricultural workers 
enrolled in unions, there are several 
organizations of tenant farmers 
and share croppers who are not 
considered, technically, as farm 
workers. The Southern Tenant 
Farmers’ Union, largely in Arkan- 
sas, puts its membership at 30,000, 
the Sharecroppers’ Union, farther 
to the south, at 12,000. These or- 
ganizations, too, have made over~ 
tures to the A, F. of L. for a char 
ter. 

It is significant, perhaps, that 
John L. Lewis has taken a consid- 
erable interest in the Tenant Farm- 
ers’ Union. At the instigation of 
Lewis an investigator was sent into 
Arkansas by the United Mine 
Workers and brought out a devas- 
tating report. Following publica- 
tion of this report the executive 
board of the Mine Workers adopted 
a resolution calling for general sup- 
port for the sharecroppers’ strike 
then in progress. 

Lewis’ Attitude. 

Addressing a delegation of share- 
croppers and representatives of 
Federal agricultural workers’ 
unions, Lewis said: “I am aware of 
the problems you face, the suffer- 
ings you endure. Keep hammering 
away for your rights as men and 
as members of unions. The mine 
workers wish you well. From the 
great struggle for industrial organ- 
ization you mtist needs benefit and 
we shall appreciate your regard and 
what support you can give.” 

After the close of the convention “ 
at Tampa the executive council held 
a meeting to consider the action 
taken at the convention. Agricul- 
tural delegates appeared at this 
meeting and again presented their 
demands. There ‘were indications 
that the council would give serious 
consideration to this voice from a 
field.of labor that hitherto has been 
entirely outside the province of all 
labor organizations. Meanwhile the 
work of organization is being 
pushed, in the Colorado beet fields, 
in the orange groves of California, 
in the truck gardens of New Jer- 
sey. Slowly but none the less sure- 
ly agricultural labor is being made 
aware of the power of organization,

FIGHTING ANGEL. By Pearl S. Buck. 
(Reynal G Hitchcock, New York.) 


EW people realize that their par- 
Frente are human beings like the 
rest of mankind. Familiarity 
blunts understanding. Pearl Buck, 
however, has written biographies 
of her father and mother which, in 
their sympathetic comprehension of 
character, show her to be an ex- 
ception to this generalization. 
Oddly enough, these two accounts 
do not duplicate one another. The 
husband and wife, though they 
lived together for 40 years, did not 
really inhabit the same mental 
world. It is significant that each 
always gave entirely different ver- 
sions of the same story. “The Ex- 
ile” tells of Carie, who loved life 
and was warmly human. “Fighting 
Angel,” the second volume, is a 
study of Andrew, who “never 
touched the fringe of human life, 
. . » never knew its stuff,and... 
. never felt its doubt nor shared its 
pain.”

Andrew was a member of “the 
preachingest family” in Greenbrier 
County, Virginia, a family which 
' produced six ministers and to whom 
religion was “mental food and emo- 
tional pleasure.” After a dogged 
and patient struggle to achieve an 
education in spite of lack of funds, 
‘the young man at length realized 
his ambition and set sail for Chi- 
‘na. His life from then on was 
one of pure happiness. 
Having given himself to God, An- 
drew felt no lesser demands. He 
‘seldom understood the needs of his 
wife or children and never had any 
desire to spare himself. His ad- 


venturous zeal urged him ever to 
push on into the interior, where 
other foreigners never thought of 
going. Plagues, floods, bandits 
did not daunt him. 
e 85.5 

Andrew loved the Chinese, and, 
contrary to missionary custom, usu- 


j ally’ sympathized with the native 


in any dispute between members 
of the two races. As a result, the 
people felt a great deal of toler- 
ance toward him and seldom inter- 
fered with his actions. He _ re- 
mained unafraid, the only white 
man in a large district during the 
Boxer Rebellion. Once in later 
years he was captured by bandits 
who spared him when they learned 
his identity. He preached a long 
sermon to them before leaving. 
When some grew restive, the chief 
admonished them, saying, “Be’ still! 
Don’t you see the man is trying to 
get to heaven by this task he has 
set himself to save our souls? We 
must help him by waiting until he 
is through.” 

Preaching, however, was not An- 
drew’s only interest. He was a 
scholar of ability, and, not satisfied 
with the clumsy Chinese transla- 
tion of the Bible then in use, spent 
years preparing his own version 
directly from the Hebrew and 
Greek. With true respect for learn- 
ing, he was instrumental in creat- 
ing a seminary where the native 
clergy could receive a solid educa- 
tion. 

This book is not only a sensitive 
character study of a serenely lonely 
soul, but is also an unusual picture 
of missionary life in pre-revolution- 
ary China.

Such was the summary of a man 
generally esteemed great, not only 
‘in Germany but by. the world at 
large, that was Wheeler-Bennett’s 
point of departure. An unusually 
well-informed young Englishman, 
Wheeler-Bennett had, of course, 
heard parts of it before. He recog- 
nized, as will many, that events in 
Germany were indeed susceptible of 
such an interpretation. What were 
the facts? He undertook to find 
out. At first his attention was cen- 
tered, naturally, on Hindenburg. As 
data accumulated, he found him- 
self engaged in writing a most in- 
teresting treatise which he -might 
have called, “How Germany Got 
That Way’—“That Way” being Na- 
zidom. His verdict on Hindenburg 
is: “Wooden Titan”—a titan being 
a giant of status less than godlike 
and wood a less precious substance 
than gold or bronze or marble.

The compact narrative exposition 
does not lend itself to paraphrase 
summary. Its jigsaw pattern of Ger- 
man politics will not fit into much 
less space than he gives it—478 
pages; but the net effect is a sub- 
stantial, if grudging, acquittal on all 
the counts of betrayal. Hindenburg 
was an old man when called back 
into the harness. Ludendorff was, 
in a peculiar sense, his military 
brains. Ludendorff was responsible 
for the politico-military mess that 
ended the war, Yet the old Field 
Marshal was not without blame. He 
permitted Ludendorff, and others 
in turn, to insulate him against 
things he ought to have known. 
Indeec he “vas seldom completely 
aware of what was ‘being done in 
his name. To millions of Germans 
he was the uero of Tannenberg. He 
was in fact a stolid old Prussian 
General, not too bright, but quite 
respectable, whose watchword was 
duty—duty to the Kaiser-King, to 
God and to the Fatherland—whose 
tr::st and confidence were unwar- 
rantably placed, for the most part, 
in more agile-minded but less duti- 
ful men. Negatively Hindenburg 
will have to stand some of the 
blame. He appears to have been a 
sort of German counterpart of the 
American General Grant.

Gives Closer View 


Of Henry Adams 


THE LETTERS OF MRS. HENRY ADAMS. 
Edited by Ward Thornton. (Little, 
Brown G Co., Boston.) 


HERE have been few men 

whose desire for anonymity 

was more marked and sincere 
than that of Henry Adams. To a 
large number he still remains but 
a name despite the fact that his 
“Education of Henry Adams” and 
“Mont-Saint-Michel and Char- 
tres” are among the permanent 
treasures of literature. His ‘“Let- 
ters”, published in 1930, revealed the 
man more clearly than did his spir- 
itual autobiography. 

Mrs. Adams, Marian Hooper be- 
fore her marriage, is scarcely men- 
tioned by her husband in his earlier 
books. Some mention is made of 
her in the “Letters,” but at best 
she has remained obscure until the 
publication of her own _ letters. 
Most of those in the present volume 
are written to her father, Dr. Wil- 
liam Robert Hooper, and they not 
only add to a knowledge of Henry 
Adams’ private life, but bring to 
light a personality notable in its 
own right. The portrait of Mrs. 
Adams which emerges gradually 
through some seven or eight hun- 
dred letters is that of an intelligent, 
charming and gracious woman 
whose interests extended beyond 
the sphere of the average woman of 
her class and time. .

While traveling in Europe with 
her husband, Mrs. Adams writes 
informally about the weather, peo- 
ple, churches, museums, her pur- 
chases, the theater, and in ‘these 
letters the reader is given the im- 
pression of a witty and amusing 
person whose attempt at serious- 
ness was not very great. In the 
Washington letters, however, Mrs. 
Adams has recorded her observa- 
tions on the personalities and po- 
litical issues of the day with an 
acumen scarcely suspected in the 
earlier letters. It was during this 
residence in Washington that the 
real personality of Marian Adams 
found expression in her letters, 
which disclose an integrity of spir- 
it almost as austere as that of her 
husband. The contempt for pre- 
tense and pettiness, so ingrained in 
the character of Henry Adams, is 
equally evident in that of his wife.

Mrs. Adams survived her father 
but a few months, and the last 
letter to him in this collection is 
dated May 20, 1883. She was buried 
in Rock Creek Cemetery, and her 
husband commissioned Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens to design a monu- 
ment in her memory. Beneath the 
draped granite figure, about which 
Henry Adams has written in his 
autobiography, are the unmarked 
graves of Henry Adams and his 
wife.

Fine Translation 
Of Russian Poet 


THE WORKS OF ALEXANDER PUSHKIN. 
Selected and Edited, with an Introduc- 
tion by Avraham Yarmolinsky. (Ran- 
dom House, New York.)- 


USSIANS regard Pushkin (1799- 
1837) as their greatest literary 
‘™“genius and his work as the cor- 
mnerstone upon which all subse- 
quent Russian literature rests. Yet 
Western enthusiasm for Russian 
literature has centered mainly 


while Pushkin remains the least 
known of the major Russian writ- 
ers. His best contributions were in 
verse and therefore hard to appre- 
ciate in translation. Indeed, the 
tonic accent—so characteristic of 
all Russian poetry—as well as_ the 
subtle shades of Pushkin’s lyrics 
almost defy translation into a 
language as remote and different 
as English. 

It is, therefore, gratifying to find 
this volume of Pushkin’s work, 
edited by Yarmolinsky, which suc- 
ceeds in overcoming these difficul- 
ties and conveying to the English 
reader’ the spirit and poesy of the 
Russian text.

The book is a selection of lyrics, 
narrative poems, folk tales and dra- 
matic writings by Pushkin, and 
is prefaced by an essay on 
the poet’s life. Most of the verse is 
translated by Babette Deutsch and 
the prose by T. Keane. In rendering 
the verse into English, the transla- 
tors have kept faithfully to Push- 
kin’s meter and rhyme-schemes. 
The dramatic selections include an 
excellent translation of “Boris 
Godunov,” which is well known to 
the public in its operatic version 
with the music of Moussorgsky. 
“The Tale of the Golden Cock- 
erel,” which gave inspiration to 
Rimsky - Korsakov’s opera-ballet, 
“Le Cog d'Or,” is also well trans- 
lated. 

The publication of Pushkin’s 
verse in English is especially time- 
ly since it coincides with the cen- 
tenary of his death, which will be 
celebrated in Soviet Russia as well 
as by the Russian emigre abroad. 
That Pushkin’s work has survived 
political and social upheaval is a 
proof of its enduring value.

HE plot of this book—a slightly 

altered version of Beauty and 

the Beast—is not important, No 
doubt the affair between Paula and 
the Homely Stranger is useful in 
holding the story together, but 
otherwise it has little significance, 
except as it fits into and completes 
the general pattern. For “God Re- 
turns to the Vuelta Abajo” is a tale 
about the tobacco planters of the 
Cuban Vega, about Paula’s family, 
their friends and neighbors—a whole 
rural community.

Thoreau As a Man Among Men 


MEN OF CONCORD. Edited by Francis 
H. Allen. Illustrations by N. C. Wyeth. 
(Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston.) 


R. FRANCIS ALLEN, biog- 
rapher of Thoreau and co-edit+ 

or of the Walden Edition of the 
Complete Works, has selected from 
the Journal those passages that 
give intimate glimpses of the men 
and women with whom Thoreau 
talked in his rambles. Chronolog- 
ically arranged, these excerpts 
cover a period of 23 years, be- 
ginning in May, 1838. The result, 
we are told, is “a sort of cross-sec- 
tion of Concord life in the middle 
of the nineteenth century,” also a 
revelation of Thoreau in a new 
light “as a man among men, a 
neighbor and a citizen.” 
a RS 

The book is often “amusing in a 
quiet, if not a dour way; and not 
the less so at those moments when. 
the suspicion obtrudes, that the 
peripatetic philosopher is revealing 
rather more of himself than of 
those he examines as specimens, 
not without a hint of complacent 
condescension. Even an admirer of 
much that Thoreau has written 
should be able to understand how 
an irreverent reader, unawed by 
sacred legend, might often wonder 
in reading this book if Thoreau’s 
sympathy for human beings was 
not rather stingily conceived; and 
certainly there is nowhere given 
any strong impression of love for 
men and a self-identification with 
them. Too commonly, it seems, 
there is Thoreau on the one side 
and the human race on the other. 
“I sometimes reproach myself,” 
we read, “because I do not find any- 
thing attractive in certain mere 
trivial employments of men—that 
I skip men so commonly, and. their 
affairs. .. . I will not avoid, then, 
to go by where men are repairing 


the stone bridge—see if that will 
not yield me a reflection. . .. I 
will try to enjoy them as animals, 
at least.” 

This curious notion that anyone’s 
“reflections” on life can be more 
important than the sad, glad- busi- 
ness of living itself seems to have 
been characteristic. There is a 
passage, not a little scornful, about 
the common farmers around Con- 
cord: “What then could redeem 
such a life? We only know that 
they ate, and drank, and built 
barns, and died and were buried, 
and still, perchance, their tomb- 
stones cumber the ground. . ... 
If only a single verse of poetry or 
poetic prose (like Thoreau’s!) had 
ever been written or spoken or con- 
ceived here, I should not think it in 
vain that man had lived here. It 
would to some extent be true then 
that God had lived here.” But to 
have lived only as a farmer—“and 
in no moments as a man!”

Inadequate Biography of John L. Lewis 


JOHN L. LEWIS: LEADER OF LABOR. 
By Cecil Carnes. (Robert Speller Pub- 
lishing Corp., New York.) 


HE publication of this first 
T biography of the  two-fisted, 

hard-hitting international pres- 
ident of the United Mine Workers 
of America should not forestall the 
writing and publication of a sec- 
ond. Indeed, this book makes it 
all the more necessary that a sec- 
ond be undertaken. For the plain 
fact is that Mr. Carnes’ 308-page re- 
port will not do. 

The author’s subject is one of 
the half-dozen leading American 
figures of the day. A force in 
labor circles for many years, John 
Llewellyn Lewis was swept to na- 
tional power on the NRA tide, and 
when that ebbed, he pushed on to 
an even more commanding posi- 
tion with his sponsorship of indus- 
trial unionism and the subsequent 
secession of the CIO organizations 
from the parent American Federa- 
tion of Labor. In some circles, the 
feeling is genuine that four years 
from now Mr. Lewis will run for 
President with a united front of 
laborers, farmers and middle-class 
workers behind him.

Moreover, this “leader of labor” 
is a remarkable personality. Ca- 
pable of fighting his battles with 
fervor and flowery eloquence, John 
Lewis is a_ skillful opportunist 
whose methods are worthy of close 
scrutiny. He knows when to quit 
for the time being to consolidate 
his gains. Stocky and powerful, 
with unruly, graying hair, and eyes 
that glower under shaggy brows, he 
is something to watch in action in 
the presiding officer's chair, at a 
public meeting or testifying at a 
hearing in the national capital. 

Where Mr. Carnes, a young re- 
porter on the New York World- 
Telegram, misses it is in not going 
behind the man the public sees and 


hears about. The author has read 
the newspaper and magazine re- 
ports of the various strikes which 
John L. Lewis has led—there are 
SO many it seems like one long 
walkout—and made these largely 
the backbone of his book. There 
are long quotations from speeches, 
statements and editorials, in quo- 
tation marks, to be sure, but print- 
ed as essentially part of the 
biography. These may be a portion 
of the record of John L. Lewis; 
they do not tell us much about 
him that we have not known al) 
along.

Take, for example, the matter of 
dissension within the ranks of the 
United Mine Workers. There was 
the bitter fight of Frank Farring- 
ton against Lewis in Illinois and 
of Alexander Howat in Kansas. 
What really was behind these 
fights? Why did a large section 
of Lewis’ miners break away from 
him entirely in Illinois to form the 
Progressive Miners of America—a 
“rank and file’ movement which 
was forging to the front when 
Lewis received the break of his 
lifetime in the early days of the 
Roosevelt administration? Mr. 
Carnes not only does not answer 
these questions; he does not, for 
example, so much as mention the 
revolt of the Progressives in the 
great bituminous fields of Illinois. 

Finally, the book is not an im- 
partial appraisal, as the jacket de- 
clares. There is virtually nothing 
in. the way of appraisal through 
most of it, and in the last chapter, 
which is supposed to be such an 
assessing, little if anything that 
Mr. Lewis will take exception to. 
It will, require much more re 
search than went into this hook to 
write the story of shouting, snarl- 
ing, fighting John L. Lewis against 
his times.

PASCAL; THE LIFE OF GENIUS. By Mor- 
ris Bishop.

ASCAL is known, more or less, 
Pin many fields. As physicist he 

is remembered for his studies on 
air-pressure and the vacuum; as 
mathematician, for his treatise on 
the cycloid, which provided formu- 
las of great importance in geome- 
try; as inventor, for his calculating 
machine and the mercury barome- 
ter; as polemist and philosopher, 
for his “Provincial Letters” and 
“Pensees.” : 

During his life he was actively 
engaged in practically every intel- 
lectual pursuit that was open to 
men of his time, and in each of 
them he gave unmistakable evi- 
dences of genius. His mind was a 
superb mechanism, almost miracul- 
ously capable of grasping truth in 
its most elusive forms, and of or- 
dering his discoveries. 

And yet, somehow, a_ vein of 
tragedy seems ‘to have extended 
through everything he did and un- 
dertook. Time after time he con- 
ceived great plans for scientific in- 
vestigations, for philosophical stud- 
ies, for religious writings—none of 
which ever saw the light of day. 
He gave up his ideas and projects 
one by one, turning always towards 
something new, something which, 
he felt, might be more significant.

Thus the background is drawn 
for the tragedy of a banker’s fam- 
ily which, in Asch’s portrayal, may 
stand ‘for the tragedy of the Jews 
in Germany.

There is Max 
who married an “Aryan” woman 
and to whom dignity and “good 
name” meant more than anything

ships seem more worth enduring, 
using nationalism to divert the 
minds of the angry from the real 
culprits at home to far-away foreign 
villains magnified by propaganda. 

As a remedy, he suggests that 
Japan cool its imperialistic fever 
and get relief from the pressure of 
the military elements. After a 
housecleaning that would result in 
making Nippon a real home for its 
people, Yakhontoff presumes, the 
nation could “recreate a common 
language for dealing with the rest 
of the world, to restore Japan’s po- 
sitior as a trusted member of the 
family of nations, and to return the 
country to the road of internation- 
al co-operation.”

Story of A Chamois in the Aus- 
trian Alps,” is an unpretentious 
and straightforward nature story by 
a man completely familiar with his 
subject. The narrative is centered 
about Teufel, a chamois buck. Sim- 
ply recounted are Teufel’s birth, his 
slow accumulation of animal wis- 
dom, his fighting rise to leadership 
of the chamois tribe, and finally his 
death at the hands of a hunter. 
There is little sentimentalizing. 
Throughout the book one is aware | 
of the hardness of nature and of 
the necessity for strength and skill 
to survive. Quite matter-of-factly 
the author records the deaths of a 
young chamois and a young hunt- 
er, both of them too gentle, too im- 
pulsive for life in the mountains, 
But if mountain life is cruel and 
exacting, it is also beautiful. There 
are spring time, cl ir skies, winter 
grandeur. Even snow slides and 
blizzards have a fearful loveliness.

The author has lived in the Alps 
and loves them. He has much to 
say of human as well as animal 
life in the isolated mountain world. 
Here too is interesting information 
about codes of sportsmanship on 
great Austrian game preserves. 
Mr. Schmidtmann himself has 
translated his story from the Ger- 
man, His English is clear and id- 
iomatic, though occasionally florid.

By DAVID LLOYD GEORGE. 
HEN Paul Painleve fell from 
power in November, 1917, 
France seemed to have ex- 
hausted its waiting list of possible 
and seasoned Premiers, Viviani, 


‘Briand, Millerand, Ribot, Painleve 


—-they had all been tried and found 
wanting. Then came a dramatic 
change which had a decisive effect 
on the conduct of the .war. 

There was only one man left— 
Georges Clemenceau—no one want- 
ed him, The President, Poincaré, 
disliked him. He had insulted every 
prominent politician in France and 
conciliated none. He had no party 
or group attached to him. He was 
the Ishmael of French pelitics. 

I once said of him that he loved 
France, but hated all Frenchmen, 
He was, nevertheless, much the 
most arresting and pdwerful per- 
sonality in the arena of French 
politics during the Third Republic. 
He was a deadly controversialist 
who had brought down one Min- 
ister after another with his piere- 
ing and pertinacicgus sword. 

The men out of whom ministries 
were composed he held in the ut- 
most contempt. His scorn for them 
was all the more withering because 
it was justifiable and entirely gen- 
uine. 

Briand he despised as a mellifiu- 
ous ranter of turgid commonplace. 
Poincare he could not abide, I 
never heard him speak with re 
spect of any French politician ex- 
cept Jaures, the great Socialist 
leader, and he was dead. As for 
the rest, he held them all in un- 
mitigated derision. 

When you asked his opinion, as I 
often did, of someone or other of 
them, he concentrated his reply 
either into a contemptuous ejacula- 
tion, not always publishable, or into 


a fierce snort. In his estimation, | 


they were just flabby and flashy 
parliamentarians and nothing more. 

Clemenceau knew them all well-— 
too well—and held them in utter 
disdain. 


Master of Words and Action, 

Clemenceau was a master of 
words. No orator of his day had 
a more perfect command and choice 
of word and phrase. But he was 
pre-eminently a man of action. Hiss 
scorn was for the men who thought 
words a substitute for deeds and 
not a stimulus to deeds. 

During the whole of the war he 
had criticised and condemned ev- 
erybody and everything. His news- 
paper had been suppressed, He 
started another, It had no circula- 
tion—except in the quarters that 
mattered to him. Deputies and Sen- 
ators read every word of it. He 
made few speeches, but in parlia- 
mentary committees he was a ter- 
ror not so much to evil-doers as to 
those who, in my opinion, are worse 
in an emergency—the non-doers. 

For three years no one had 
thought of him as a possible war 
Premier He was a growler, and an 
old growler at that. He was 78. 
He had only just recovered from a 
bad operation before the war. 

Shortly before he was called upon 
to form a ministry, I ventured to 
suggest to a prominent French dep- 
uty that Clemenceau ought to be 
given a chance. He scoffed at the 
idea. The Tiger was, in his opin- 
jon and in that of every trotter 
through ‘the couloirs of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, clean out of the 
reckoning. 

I pointed out that shortly before 
the war he had held office and 
turned out to be one of the strong- 
est Prime Ministers of the Repub- 
lic. My informant replied that he 
was no longer the man he used to 
be. He was now only a petulant 
and querulous old fellow. 

Then all of a sudden there came 
a cry from the lobbies of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies: “Why not give the 
Tiger a turn? [If he fails, as he 
probably will, it will stop his snarling, 
and we can then try someone else, 
and we can silence him by an allu- 
sion to his own failure.” His suc- 
cess was attributable to a desire 
for his discomfiture. 

These whisperings reached the 
ears of Poincare, and he listened to 
them. Hence the greatest war min- 
istry in the whole long succession 
of French cabinets during this con- 
flict. At 78, Clemenceau began the 
most notable episode in his strenu- 
ous and stormy career, — 

Lloyd George Meets “Tiger.” 

The first time I ever met M. Cle. 
menceau was at Carisbad in 1910, 
T. P. O'Connor arranged a meeting 
in his rooms, 

Soon after I arrived, there bustied 
into the room a short, broad-shoul- 
dered and full-chested man, with 
an aggressive and rather trucu- 
lent countenance, illuminated by a 
pair of brilliant and fierce eyes set 
deeply under 


George, wartime. Prime Minister of 


understanding with Germany on the 
question of naval construction. I 
feared war was inevitable unless 
such an understanding could be 
reached, ' 

Clemenceau referred to my ef 
forts with scornful disapproval, His 
hatred of Germany had a concen- 
trated ferocity which I had never 
seen before, not even among. the 
mast violent of our British Germa- 

. Their hostility to Germany 
always seemed to be calculated and 
histrionic—his was of the blood 
Later I understood it better. 

My first interview with Clemen- 
ceau Was not a success. He made 
it clear that he thoroughly disap- 
proved of me. Had I never seen 
him again, I should have recalled 
him as a powerful but a disagree- 
able and rather bad-tempered old 
gavage. — 
His Real Fascination. 

It was are—eventful years— 
after this meeting that I discovered 
hig real fascination. His wit, his 
playfulness, the hypnotic interest 
of his arresting and compelling per- 
sonality. P) 

And a day was to come, sooner 
than any one of us had anticipated 
then—when events occurred that 
explained to me his apprehension 
of the menace as well as his detes- 
tation of the arrogance of German 
imperialism. 

I remember driving with him 
from the historic meeting at the 
Trianon Palace Hotel. Versailles, 
after he had handed to Brockdorff 
Rantzau and the German delegates 
the draft of the Peace Treaty. I 
drove back to Paris in his car. As 
we passed the ruins of the palace 
of St. Cloud, which had been burned 
by the Germans in 1871, he told 
me how he remembered seeing the 
blaze. 

He was mayor of Montmartre 
during the siege of Paris, and from 
the heights of his mayoral domain 
he witnesseed the destruction of 
the famous chateau. That event 
seemed to have burned itself into 
his memory even more than the 
scenes of hunger and privation to 
which he so effectively ministered. 

On this occasion he spoke with 
unwonted placidity about the events 
of 1870, rather like a man in whom 
the internal fires of revenge had at 
last been quenched by the cooling 
draught of victory. 

He spoke to me, with emotion, 
of the poignant scene in the French 
Assembly in 1871 when Jules Favre 
came straight from an interview 
with Bismarck to report to the 
Deputies the nature of the terms 
demanded, and the ruthlessness: 
with which the triumphant Chan- 
cellor had treated the supplication 
of the French delegates for some 
amelioration in the demands. 

Tears came into Clemenceau’s 
eyes—for the first and only time 
in my intercourse with him—as he 
described how “the old man,” in 
attempting to describe the harsh- 
ness of the conqueror, broke down 
in the tribune and wept. I then 
understood something of Clemen- 
ceau’s hatred of the Germans. 

They had not only invaded 
France, defeated her armies, occu- 
pied her capital, humbled her 
pride, but in the hour of victory 
had treated her with an insolence 
which for 50 years had rankled in 
the heart of this fierce old patriot. 
When I met him at Carlsbad the 
sore was still stinging him into 
anger. He was essentially an angry 
man. 

Those who read his relentless 
words on the death of Herr Strese- 
mann will know that not even vic- 
tory had completely stamped out 
the embers of vengeance in the 
bosom of this terrible volcano of 
rumbling and surging hatreds—per- 
sonal, national, political and re 


ligious. , 
Restless, Indomitable, 

That he should have succeeded 
as War Minister is not a matter of 
surprise. - He possessed restless 
energy, indomitable courage and a 
gift of infecting others with his 
own combativeness and confidence. 

His courage is best illustrated by 
the story told of him when it was 
proposed that the French Chamber 
of Deputies should move to Bor- 
deaux at the beginning of the 
World War. 

The Germans were within a few 
miles of Paris, and President, Sen- 
ators and Deputies thought it bet- 
ter to get out of range of the Ger- 
man guns ere it was too late. Clem- 
enceau refused to go, and when 
he was asked whether he did not 
think they ought to leave Paris, his 
answer was: 

“Yes, we are too far from the 
front!” 

His courage was never ques- 
tioned even by His bitterest foes, 
but they were not as ready to ac-

whole world. A man whom he de- 
spised (Deschanel) was chosen in 
his place. 

When I left Paris the following 
morning he came to the station to 
see me off. He did not attempt 
to conceal his chagrin that French- 
men should so soon forget his serv- 
ices. When I said to him: 

“The public soon forgets; it is 
it faithfully.” 

He replied: “They will not do it 
quite like this in England.” 


Formidable Swordsman. 


Apropos his defeat by M. Des 
chanel] in the contest for the presi- 
dency, a story is told of & duel he 
fought before the war with his suc- 
cessful rival. 

Clemenceau was a very formid- 
able swordsman, and as he pressed 
his opponent the latter retreated 
further and further from the 
threatening weapon. 

At last Clemenceau got tired of 

this continuous retreat. Putting his 
sword under his arm, he waved his 
hand and, with a bow toward M. 
Deschanel, said: 
“Monsieur is leaving us.” 
Twenty years later, in a differ- 
ent duel, it was M. Deschanel who 
drove the expert fencer off the 
“ground.” 


Frenchman in Every Fiber. 
Clemenceau was the greatest 
French statesman—if not the great- 
est Frenchman of hig day. He was 
in every fiber of his being a 
Frenchman. He had no real inter- 
est in humanity as a whole. His 
sole concern was for France. 

As long as France was humbled, 
he cared not what other people 
were exalted. As long as France 
was victorious, he did not worry 
in the least about the tribulations 
of any other country. To him 
France wag all in all. When he be- 
gan public life he found his beloved 
country humilated to the dust. 
When he ended his career, he left 
France the most powerful state on 
‘the Continent of Europe—largely 
through his exertions. 

In criticism he was virulent and 
ferocious. He was by nature a killer. 
But in action he was calm, re- 
strained and practical. He was al- 
ways ready to concede or to com- 
promise in order to get a move on. 

My first experience of this quality 
was over the Versailles Council. 
When he came inte office, his first 
impulse was to sweep away all the 
decisions arrived at by his prede- 
cessors. 

Among them was the effort to or- 
ganizé an Inter-Allied general staff 
at Versailles to co-ordinate the war 
effort of the Allies on sea and land. 
His notion was to run the war from 
his office in Paris. He soon discov- 
ered that Britain, Italy and Amer- 
ica were not disposed to take orders 
from the French War Office. 


Command of the Sea. 


‘Like all Frenchmen in the war— 
Generals and Ministers—he concen- 
trated his mind exclusively on the 
land campaign and was inclined to 
say with the rest of his distin- 
guished compatriots, “There shall 
be no more sea.” He gradually real- 
ized the decisive importance of com- 
mand of the sea, where the British 
fleet and British shipping were pre- 
dominant. 

When he came into power he had 
not made a real study of the war 
problems as a whole, but he was not 
above learning his job. ~ .e all 
great men, he was not too proud 
to perceive his mistakes or to alter 
his plans to conform with that per- 
ception, 

At first he was difficult and dic- 
tatorial, but he soon understood 
that this would not do, and after 
his first meeting at Versailles, he 
realized that a new organization 
which surveyed and kept itself in- 
formed, and took cognizance of all 
the Allied activities in every quar- 
ter and element, would be heipful 
to him in the discharge of his 
onerous duties. 

It was the first time he had 
come into contact with certain 
aspects of the struggle—notably 
those that finally decided the issue 
of the war, the blockade by the 
Allies and the efforts made to 
thwart the desperate but danger- 
ous counter-blockade, He realized 
for the first time how completely 
the Allies depended not only for 
their resources, but for their daily 
bread, on our shipping, and how

PARIS, France. 
N KEEPING with the 
modern disposition to 
find beauty in utility 
is a project on which 
Herbert Haseltine, 
71 one of the most 
prominent of Amer- 
ican sculptors, is en- 
gaged. Haseltine is 
. making sculptures of 
useful domestic animale—of animals 
that furnish labor, food and clothing 
for men. 

Despite its modernity, the work may 
be said to go back to prehistoric times 
for inspiration. Paleolithic and Neo- 
lithic artists carved the forms of ani- 
mals on bits of bone. The ancient 
civilizations of Babylonia, Egypt, 
China and India left sculptured repre- 
sentations of animals they hunted and 
raised. Down the years have come 
such records by which can be traced, 
after a fashion, changes in many of 
the common beasts associated with the 
lives of human beings. So this sculp- 
tor of the present day is creating not 
only objects to give esthetic pleasure, 
but a record in durable metal and 
stone which will give future ages ac- 
curate: information about twentieth 
cehtury livestock. 

In 1922 Haseltine began this job, 
planning a first series of 30 sculptures 
of horses, cattle, swine and sheep. 
Working slowly and carefully, he has 
now completed 28 of the studies, 
which have found places in some of 
the notable museums of the world, in- 
cluding the Luxembourgh in Paris, the 
Metropolitan in New York and the 
Field Museum in Chicago. 

It bas been the sculptor’s aim to 
make these studies accurate represen- 
tations of the best resulte stock breed- 
ers have been able to achieve in the 
various types of animals portrayed; 
this called for faithful recording of 
“show points,”’ without, however, sac- 
rifice of artistic principles. To show 
the highest type of each breed, he used 
as models animals which had won 
championship awards in the great 
stock shows, 

The first in the series was a study 
of the champion Shire stallion Field 
Marshall V, from the stables of the 
late Ring George V of England. For 
the type specimen of the Aberdeen 
Angus bull, the model was a famous 
champion, Black Knight of Auchter- 
arder. Bridgebank Paymaster, which 
won highest honors in both England 
and Seotland for three years, was the 
model for the Shorthorn, and Twyford 
Fairy Boy was chosen. as the repre- 
sentative of the Hereford breed. The 
ram Challenger has been portrayed as 
a superior specimen of the Linceln 
sheep, which are noted for the luxuri- 
ance and high quality of their waol. 

Three kinds of work horses have 
thus far been portrayed in the series, 
the Shire, the Suffolk Punch and the 
Percheron. The Clydesdale also will 
Belgian cart horse. The cattle are the 
ford beef breeds, and the milk breed, 
the Dairy Shorthorn. . There are two 


types of sheep in Haseltine’s select 
gallery, the Lincoln and the South- 
down, the latter celebrated for its mut- 
ton. _ Mfddle-white and Berkshire are 
the types of swine chosen. 

Haseltine made his studies from 
life. In various places in England, 
Scetland and Ireland he visited the 
champions he had selected, studied 
them painstakingly, talked with their 
grooms and herders about them, learn- 
ing all their superior points, and mod- 
eled the animals in clay. The clay 
modelings were shipped to Paris, and 
in his studio here the sculptor com- 
pletéd the work by casting the figures 
in metal or carving them in marble or 
granite, and making appropriate ped- 
estals for them. All are one-quarter 
life size.

A school exclusively for the old, 
ite purpose is to enable its pupils to 
epend their declining years happily 
and to prolong their life. It seeks to 
overcome the fil health, loneliness, 
mental inactivity, neglect and self-pity 
that make old. age for many people 
Httle more than a miserable waiting 
for death. 

More than 900 men and women, 
residents of Oklahoma City and vicin- 
ity; are enrolled in the School of Ma- 
turates. Some of them moved here to 
take p: ~t In {ts activities. Nearly a 
third of them are 80 or over and sev- 
eral are past 100. 

Once a-month class is held, and 
sometime as many as 500 pupils at- 
tend. These classes are held in a 
chureh or school] or public hall, as the 
school for the aged has no buildings. 
Dr. McKeever lectures and sometimes 
there is a visiting apeaker, but most of 
the time is occupied by the pupils 
themselves. They “recite,” telling 
what they have learned from the 
course and discussing their own appli- 
cation of the principles taught and the 
problems that arise.. There is usually 
some entertainment and some social 
‘‘visiting.”” For special achievements 
certificates signed by Dr. McKeever 
are awarded. 

Between ¢ the maturates visit 
a good deal a mong themselves. It is 
one of the obligations of those who are 
able to do so to visit others who are 
confined to their homes by disability 
. or the need of rest. Dr. McKeever 
spends about half his time calling on 

_ his pupils. 

In .general, Dr. McKeever tries to 
improve and maintain the bodily 
_ health of his pupils by inetructing 
them as to diet, fresh air and rest, and 
to promote their spiritual well-being 
by encouraging gailety, interest in con- 
temporary events, occupation, ming- 
ling with other people and religious 
faith. It is this educator’s belief that 
old people should eat sparifigly of 
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light empioyment intended to preserve 
an interest in life. 

4. A plan for heipful and inspira- 
tional leisure, with inclusion of some 
entertainment. 

5. The habit of getting outdoors 
daily for the stimulating effects of 
fresh air and supshine. 

6. The practice of giving regular 
attention to the general news and

Within the School of Maturates 
there is a Live-a-Century movement, 
which is fostered as an aid to longev- 
ity; it provides an additional incentive 
to Hive, and the desire to live is consid- 
ered an important factor in prolonging 
life. It is part of the instruction that 
the normal life span of man should be 
100 years in ‘keeping with a theory 
that the life span of many animals is 
about five times the period of growth. 


Ts. oldest pupil of the school, J. 
J. Allen, the cornbread and 
greens eater, celebrated his 

birthday not long ago. Many of the 

Maturates took in the festivities 

of the occasion. /Among them was 

Elizabeth Smith,. the oldest woman 

Maturate, who was going on 102. 

Allen served ice cream, sweetened 

with honey to his guests, and there 

was a birthday cake which weighed 

200 pounds. Dr. McKeever says Allen 

‘has his fourth set of teeth, which he 

cut when he was 88 years old; and 

that when he was 104 he cultivated 

60 acres of corn by himself. 

Dr. McKeever, who founded the 
School of Maturates three years ago, 
ie an educator, author and lecturer 
whose professional interests have 
ranged from the problems of child- 
hoed to those of old age.

What few Americans knew, howev- 
er, was that over in France there has 
been for several years a counterpart 
of the late Zioncheck in the person of 
a member of the French Chamber of 
Deputies whom the press has dubbed 
the “Incredible Philfbert.”” As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Frenchman’s chase 
across France and into Belgium and 
back into France again, a chase which 
he repeated many times and during 
which he used all sorts of disguises 
and every kind of method of transpor- 
tation, from motorcycle, automobile 
and bicycle to airplane, provided even 
more excitement for the Gallic popu- 
lace than anything Zioncheck ever 
staged. 

Today the “Incredible Philibert,”’ 
whose full name is Hippolyte Marcel- 
lin Philibert Besson, and who is no 
longer a member of the dignified 
Chamber of Deputies which finally 
brought itself to expel him in March 
of 1935, is im jail, pending a 
psychiatrist’s report on a sanity exam- 
ination which the court ordered Bees- 
son to take. Whether the report will 
be pro or counter Besson’s sanity re- 
mains to be seen, but, whichever way 
it will be, the French public is cer- 
tain, from past experience, that the 
‘Incredible Philibert,”’ who they think 
bears a strong and striking resem- 
blance to our comedian, Ed Wynn, will 
lose little time in devising some new 
scheme whereby he can embarrass the 
already much-chagrined French police 
department. 


T SEEMS that it was Hippolyte 

Marcellin Philibert Besson’s many 

eccentricities which most endeared 
him to the voters of the provincial re- 
gion of Le Puys in Central France 
from which he hails. None of them 
used to tire of talking of his sandy- 
colored hair, which. grows only in two 
patches above and behind each of his 
ears, and which he has grown into long 
strands trained to twine like the pro- 
verbial ivy above his highly-polished 
brow, nor of his flery temper which 


was liable to explode at the slightest 


provocation. Nor were they unmoved 
by his unusual attire which included, 
during the cold winter months, a con- 
spicuous and gaudy muffler yards long 


which he wound’ many times around 


his neck, and, in the summer, a vivid 
blue straw hat which gave him a 
sort of distinction. His favorite ve- 
hicle was once the bicycle and upon it 
he traversed the countryside, clad in a 
long, old-fashioned duster. 

Another one of Besson’s incorrigible 
traits was the habit of being un- 
able to resist the sight of a braided 
cap) whether it was adorning the head 
of a railway conductor, a policeman, a 
door man, a bell boy or any kind of 
uniformed worker. Immediately on 
seeing one of these articles of head 
gear Besson was seized with the 
temptation to capture it; refusing 
to resist the urge, he kept on coliect- 
ing braided caps until he acquired an 
assortment which became the envy 
of the town and the environs. Later, 
when his troubles began to mount, 
Besson did not stop at collect- 
ing the caps of policemen; he ac- 
quired the habit of kicking them, hit- 
ting them, and even L.cing them in or- 
der to embarrass them and extricate 
himself from their slippery clutches. 

Still another whimsical idea of Bes- 
son's endeared him to his constituents; 
he hated to make speeches from a con- 
ventional rostrum. Somehow, he had 
a penchant for addressing groups of 
people from peculiar places and it was 
no novelty for the French press to run 
pictures of Besson making campaign 
speeches from the branches of trees or 
clinging to lamp posts. And, since 
Besson was an insatiable talker, given 
to making speeches any time and any 
place, often at the wrong time and the 
wrong place, his pictures appeared 
with great frequency. 

Born in the town of Vorey, in the 
Le Puy district, in the Haute Loire 
Department, some 50 years ago, this 
thorn in the side of France's poli- 
ticlans, police courts and process serv- 
ers startled his political career at an 
early age. Thirteen times the voters 
elected him either Municipal Councilor 
or Mayor; at his fourteenth cam- 


paign, in 1932, Besson’s political am- © 


bitions ncreased and he ran for a seat 
in France’s great Chamber of Deputies, 
® legislative body corresponding to the 
United States Congress. Besson won 
the election and in 1932 he found him- 
self in Paris as Deputy Besson, pre- 
bared to continue his unusual career 


as the eccentric representative of the 


blue straw hat and ieite. 
There” was, however; one - 
slight obstacle to Besson’s 
complete tranquillity as a 
deputy who had rightfully 
won. his election. There hap- 
pens to be a law in France 


‘which allows citizens a total 


of 31 days in jail before they 

are disbarred permanently 

from ever again holding pub- 
lic office, At various times, _ 
during his knockabout career,  _ 
Besson had been behind the 
bars for a total of three 
weeks due to the fact that he. 

had passed bad checks and 
attacked uniformed people in 

‘an unseemly manner. This 
meant that if Besson were to _ 

be placed behind the bars in 

jail for even 10 more days, he 

would perforce have to write 

finis to his political career. 

Now, just before Besson 
left for Paris, he had again 
found himself involved with 
the law.- It seems that there 
was an attachment on the 
house where he was born and 
that he owed a lawyer in Le 
Puy the sum of 5644 francs 
under this attachment, or so - 
the lawyer claimed. This same | 
lawyer stated that after Bes- 
son had paid him only 2300 
franca, he had stolen the re- 
ceipt for the. entire 5644 
francs. The lawyer pro- 
ceeded to sue Besson for this 
unpaid part of the bill, 
equivalent to about $200, and 
the court took the lawyer's 
word against Besson’s. Bes- 
son was ordered to pay up; 

Besson refused; in default of 

the payment, since there was 

a question of a stolen receipt 

besides an unpaid debt, the 

court sentenced Besson to three 
months in jail. 

Then the chase of a lifetime really 
began. Since Parliament was going to 
meet, Besson went straight to Paris, 
took his seat, and-immediately claimed 
parliamentary immunity. This’ made 
it impossible for the police to arrest 
him as long as Parliament continued 
to meet. As soon as Pariiament ad- 
journed, Besson. took a plane and flew 
across the border to Belgium, thus 
keeping on evading arrest. 

Nor did Besson keep quiet about his 
case. He has a sharp tongue and he 
used it to the embarrassment of the 
French police as well as to the chagrin 
of the Parliament whose amenities and 


dignity he offended. Finally, in July, 


1934, the police did succeed in bring- 
ing him into the police court, hand- 
cuffed, but not yet beaten. In order 
to catch him, the police had had to 
chase him as he eluded, dodged and 
outwitted. them on motor cycle, on

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Chamber of Deputies on 
Mareh 8, 1935, voted to expel 
“Ineredible Philibert” from 
its ranks and deprive him of 
his parliamentary immunity 
and privileges once and for 
all. As Le Figaro, an im- 


portant daily newspaper of 


Paris, said the next day: 
“The Chamber of Deputies 
yesterday morning disposed 
of the case of Monsieur Bes- 
son. The procedure was not an 
agreeable spectacle, for it was 
long, pitiful, somewhat gro- 
tesue, a sort of ‘guignolade.’ 

“The dismissal could have 
been done quickly and simply, 
but nothing is done simply at 
the Palais-Bourbon. Besson 
incurred a prison sentence of 
three months for having sto- 
len from a lawyer. He ap- 
pealed to the Court of Appeals 
of Le Puys. The Court turned 
down his appeal and a higher 

-@ourt made it even more 
definite. 

“All that was needed was 
the formality of dismissal, but 
those who make the laws 
make them for others. They 
themselves are above them. 
At both the extreme right and 
the extreme left, Besson found 
friends. Two medical deputies 
eaid that he was a medical 
and not a political problem. 

“*The jury of the Seine ac- 
quits a deputy convicted of 
fraud,’ said M. Vallat. ‘Such 
men dishonor the Parlianfen- 
tary vote and have power.’ 

“**Yes,' said M. Amidieu du Clos. 
‘For several thousands of francs, you 
are severe. But those who steal mil- 
lions go free. Besides, the popular 
verdict will not ratify hie dismissal.’ 

“Other deputies mentioned Besson’s 
ailing, dying mother, the fact that if 
dismissed he would become a public 
charge, etc. Renaud Jean, as well as 
Drs. Pechin and Nast, defended Res- 
son as a sick man. 

“Le Figaro considers such things 
medico-sentimental effusions. 

“M. Pernot then said: ‘The law 
must be enforced. It would be a atu- 
pid paradox if this man who is not 
really eligible for the Chamber could 
keep us in a state of siege in this as- 
sembly just to give himself immu- 
nity. To pronounce his dismissal is not 
to refuse to be humane. On this point, 
the Ministry will do whatever is neces- 
sary to help him.’ ”’ 

“By a vote of 312 to 856, adjou:: 
ment of the Chamber was urged. 

“Then Besson ~- jumped up and 
shouted ‘Helas!”

The vote, my friend, bas not yet 
been counted.” The brigadier did not 
touch Besson, who walked out, calmly 
ate some lunch which he had in his 
pocket right under the noses of the 
guard, and then, when word came that 
the vote had been counted, and the 
guards dashed after him en masse, he 
disappeared in a taxi with the police 
cars far behind him. The brigadier was 
suspended from the force for a month. 


“HE Ministry of Justice was more 
pained than ever; the French 
press and public more amused 

than ever. The Ministry of Justice 
gave Police Inspector Delmont the job 
of nabbing Besson and bringing him to 
court once and for all. It happened 
that Delmont was known to the French 
public by the nickname of ‘‘Bouboule,” 
because of the strong resemblance he 
bears to the fat comic strip character 
named “Bouboule” popular through- 
out France. Thus in March, 1935, be- 
gan the duel of wits between Besson 
and ‘“‘Bouboule,” with the entire 
French populace looking on. And 
“Bouboule” was supposed to arrest 
Besson and see that he got a 10 
months’ term behind the bars, for there 
were added sentences, like a three 
months’ one “or kicking and biting po- 
licemen. 

“Bouboule’ had a terrible time. 
One night Besson took refuge under 
an American flag in the war ceme- 
tery; he spent the night strolling 
around the American Soldiers’ Ceme- 
tery at Suresnes, where extra-territo- 
riality applies and prevented his 
arrest. Another time he evaded ‘‘Bou- 
boule’ and his men by dashing from 
a borrowed limousine across the snow- 
covered countryside outside his home 
town. Still another time some friends 
of his lent him an automobile and a 
chauffeur with which to make a get- 
away to Belgium; Besson, however, 
decided to visit his mother in Vorey. 
When the police at Vorey learned of 
this visit, they stopped the car in 
which Besson was riding, and, while 
they were examining the chauffeur’s 
credentials, Besson went out the other 
door and crossed the fields with the 
cops in full pursuit. 

Thus it went on, with ‘““Bouboule” 
rushing to Montmartre when he heard 
that Besson was doing card tricks in 
the cafes there, with “Bouboule” tak- 
ing planes, trains and motorcycles, 
not to mention taxis, always to be just 
too late to trap Besson. On. June 9, 
1935, William Archer, an engineer 
friend of Besson, won a proxy election 
for Besson’s seat in the Chamber on 
this platform: “A vote for,me is a 
vote for Besson,” thus indicating that 
Besson wae right when he said his con- 
stituency was with him to a man. 


HE great blow came last Decem- 

ber 20, however, when——to the 

disappointment of the French 
press, which had filled its columns 
with millions of words about this hi- 
larious gentieman, and the dismay of 
the French public, which loved to dis- 
cuss the irrepressible Besson over the . 
wine giaes and the pernod, but to the 
great relief of the police department— 
the nine-month battle of the chase be- 
tween Besson and Police Inspector 
Delmont came to a glorious conclusion. 
“Bouboule” dragged his prisoner, Bes- 
son to headquarters and gave him up 
to the seemingly inevitable 10-months’ 
jail sentence which would forever seal 
his political career. 

But Besson was not to be so easily 
downed. Right in court, his friends 
produced a pardon signed by Albert 
Lebrun, President of France. Besson 
was at liberty once more. 

A few weeks ago, the “Incredible 
Philibert’ was in trouble again, for 
whether there’s a Popular Front Gov- 
ernment or not in France, it seems 
that Besson will go on forever. This 
time the elusive ex-deputy had been 
seized for an examination of his san- 
ity after he had refused to submit to 
a test voluntarily in the matter of his 
prosecution for the alleged theft of a 
business docufent. When asked to 
return the document, Besson had re- 
plied: “I am willing to give it back, 
but I can't get it now because it ts in 
Spain.”

LONDON, England. 
ELGOLAND is a tiny 
island fast shrinking 
away to nothing un- 
der the lashing waves 
of the North Sea. Its 
area is now less than 
a fifth of a square 
mile. When Germany 
acquired it from En- 
giand during the last 
years of Prince Bismarck’s career, it 
was five times as large. But even to- 
day Helgoland is the most important 
strategic point on the North German 
coast. As the key to Bremen, Ham- 
burg and the Kiel Canal its naval im- 
portance is second only to Gibraltar’s, 
so far as Germany is concerned. 

Barly this summer rumors that the 
Nazi Government was refortifying the 
little crumbling island began to circu- 
late internationally. On June 12 they 
were printed in American papers. 
Something over a month later the 
question was brought up in the House 
of Commons and Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden was the target of 
pointed questions by members who 
wanted to know what the Government 
proposed to do about it. Eden ad- 
mitted having in his possession com- 
plete reports on the refortification, but 
said that even though this and remili- 
tarization of the Rhineland were 
blatant violations of Versailles Treaty 
regulations, England could afford to 
overlook them in the interests of world 
peace, 

These conciliatory remarks seem to 
have been the basis for a cruel and 
violent German spy crusade. Even 
though the French secret service is 
said to have divulged some of the in- 
ner workings of what followed in this 
underground chase—what was behind 
the Niagara of publicity that emanated 
from Berlin—the truth in these mat- 
ters is hard to come at. Secret trials 
and rumors “on the authority of the 
French secret service’ and tall tales 
of treachery and disgrace are lumpy 
matter to swallow ata gulp. What is 
known ie that three mem have just 
died under the executioner’s ax in a 
bleak Berlin courtyard, presumably as 
an answer to Anthony Eden's complac- 
ent remarks in the House of Commons. 

It is a sordid story that hab come 
out, more sordid for being only one of 
a series that is epidemic on both sides 
of the Franco-German border. But 
what stands out as a splotch of color 
in this seemingly futile tragedy of mis- 
guided patriotism and disgrace and 
death is the figure of a charming Ger- 
man woman who appeared anonymous- 
ly three years ago at the trial of Lieu- 
tenant Norman Bailllie-Stewart, the 
young British officer incarcerated in

against the accused man,” reads an 
apparently authoritative account, ‘but 
it can be revealed now for the first 
time that the real name of Marie 
Louise is Maria Louise Baeckendorff, 
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Robert Wendell. 


His father was English, his mother 
Scottish. He had been educated in 
German schools and was a graduate of 
an important institute of technology. 
He was a bachelor in his early thirties 
and a military engineer of consider- 
able ability. His appointment to the 
staff in charge of secretly refortifying 
Helgoland must have been a consider- 
able honor, since only men presuméd 
to be not only capable, but above sus- 
picion, could be entrusted with a posi- 
tion involving euch a touchy point in 
international relations. 

"It isn’t beyond the limits of possi- 
bility, however, that there was method 
in the appointment of a man of Brit- 
ish ancestry to such a position. How 
ean one know in such a case that an 
innocent man has not been framed for 
political purposes? Wendell’s protests 
of innocence later on were conceiv- 
ably-genuine. A secret trial gives the 
observer no assurance that the accused 
has had a fair hearing—or any hear- 
ing at all for that matter. 

Also, it may be assumed that what 
information has gotten out has been 
wilfully divulged by the police. Wen- 
dell wasn’t picked up immediately. In- 
stead he was turned over to the wiles 
of the mysterious Maria Louisa Baeck- 
endorff. According to photographs in 
the possession of the French secret 
service, Maria Louise is distinctly se- 
ductive, not a great beauty, to be sure, 
but a woman of decided charm and 


intriguing manner. 


HB is said to have made Wendell’s 
acquaintance at the port city 
where he lived while working on 
the Helgoland project. She is said to 
have become extremely intimate with 
him, to have reached a stage of in- 
‘timacy where they swapped latch keys, 
as & matter of fact, and to have used 
her key to introduce investigators into 
the young engineer’s apartment. 

If Fraulein Baeckendorff ‘s in truth 
the Marie Louise of the Bailie-Stewart 
case, her method was probably simply 
that of the spy courtesan.
